NEW YORK, April 16.—Alarmed Over 
— the strike threat of Local 118 of the 
theater service union, the circuits and 
independents have summoned Charles 
Levey, union head, to a conference to- 
morrow in the Loew executive offices. 
The theater operators are worried over 
the unfavorable publicity coming with 
the union campaign and over Levey’s 
threat to call a general strike if his 
union isn’t granted recognition. 

Levey wired Division Administrator 
Sol Rosenblatt Friday, asking him for a 
hearing and requesting revision of the 
film code. Levey is attacking the clause 
permitting exhibitors to pay ushers $10 
for a 40-hour week. 

The Tivoli, indie theater in Brooklyn, 
is being picketed meanwhile. The union 
claims George Jordan, a Negro cleaner 
and union shop steward, was discharged 
because of union activities. A second 
Negro cleaner was fired Sunday, and 
the entire union staff of 11 walked out. 
The Regional Labor Board is now trying 
to bring Harry Lewis, house manager, 
together with Levey for a settlement.

Pix Houses for More Fees 


Straight pix and combo houses would be boosted from 
$100 to $500 to $300 to $2,000 for yearly licenses— 
before commiittee and awaits Board of Aldermen action 


NEW YORK, April 14.—An ordinance 
that will vitally affect the local straight 
movie and combo houses is before the 
Board of Aldermen’s Committee on Gen- 
eral Welfare and is expected to be in- 
troduced at the Aldermanic meeting this 
Tuesday. It will mean drastic increases 
in license fees and instead of applying 
Only to straight pix houses intends to 
take in theaters using combo policies. 
Alderman Morton Baum is introducing 
the ordinance, which is understood to 
have the support of License Commis- 
sioner Paul Moss. The new bill defines 
motion pictures as “a display on a 
screen or other device of pictures or 


Objects in motion or rapidly changing 
scenery” and for sound pictures refers 
to them as “motion pictures accom- 
panied by talking or other vocal or 
musical pronouncements.” Motion pic- 
ture theater is “any public hall or room 
in which motion pictures or sound pic- 
tures are displayed whether or not it 
be in conjunction with any stage or 
scenic presentation. An open-air thea- 
ter is any space in the open air in 
which motion pictures or sound pic- 
tures are exhibited.

NBC Departmental Reorg Plans 
Better Service to the Advertiser 


NEW YORK, April 16.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the sales department and sales 
promotion section of National Broad- 
casting Company will go into effect 
forthwith in regard to a new functional 
basis, with the main purpose being bet- 
ter service to the advertiser rather than 
follow out such Means 4s is convenient 
to NBC. The new setup is planned to 
do away with possible confusion to ad- 


vertisers as a result of distinction hav- 
ing been made in the past in the serv- 
icing of Iccal and national accounts. 
Hereafter all accounts will be handled 
as tho they were national, and one sales- 
man will service an account regardless 
of what sort of time is being bought 
or used.

Some progress was made in 
post-hearing conferences as to both cf 
the main controversies, these hearings 
running at times to 2:30 in the morning 
at different hotels and at NRA offices. 
Injection, by Deputy Farnsworth, of the 
order of Administrator Johnson, “X-12” 
referred to in The Billboard of April 14, 
as to the setting up in all codified in- 
dustries of arbitration boards, put the 
fat in the fire at once. Then the ticket- 
broker matter came up and there was 
more spicy discussicn, but not of quite 
the bitterness exhibited in the March 
hearings. 


Ticket brokerage provisions submitted 
last Tuesday were about as much alike as 
the views of rival politicians in a county 
sheriff's race. All of the first session was 
given over to crossfire between opposing 
groups as to ticket-broker provisions. 
Philip Wittenberg, for the Legit Code 
Authority, started the ball rolling by 
offering a plan which embraced the idea 
of a central bureau under the super- 
vision of Code Authority. The central 
bureau would be given power to license 
all ticket brokers, to have full power 
likewise as to dealing with violators of 
the provisions and again as to the fixing 
of the charge which brokers would be 
permitted to collect as a fee for their 
services. 


Wittenberg advanced the idea of hav- 
ing possession by brokers of tickets other 
than those allotted to them by the box 
office accepted as prima facie evidence of 
a violation of the code. with the result 
the broker in question would be tried 
before Code Authority. The deputy ad- 
ministrator permitted Wittenberg to out- 
lire his plan in detail before objections 
to it were heard. He was followed by 
William Klein, for Shubert interests; Ed- 
win C. Raftery, of the McBride agency; 
Henry Fowler, secretary of Ticket Brokers’ 
Association, and others, with objections 
to this or that provision of the pro-

Overdose of political scan- 
dal on stage gives big play 
to Verneuil-Berr farce

PARIS, April 7.—The Paris public is 
getting fed up with political scandals 
and crimes on the stage as well as on 
the front pages of the newspapers, so the 
new comedy, L’Ecole des Contribuables 
(School for Tarpayers), at the Marigny, 
in spite of sticking to a thorny subject 
of the moment, proves a welcome res- 
pite. Louis Verneuil and Georges Berr 
have concocted a hilarious farce around 
the thousand and one ways of dodging 
the tax collector, and the public guffaws 
heartily—and continues to pay about 
33 ver cent tax on theater tickets alone. 

Berr is also responsible for another 
farce, Mon Crime (My Crime), at the 
Varietes. Rather implausible tale of a 
young authoress who gains notoriety 
thru confessing a murder that she did 
not commit. She is acquitted and later 
blackmailed by the actual assassin, who, 
in turn, confesses, but whose confession 
is spurned by the authorities. Amusing 
in a mild manner. 


Ces Dames (Those Ladies), by Pierrs 
Sabatier and Charles Oulmont, at the 
Theater des Arts, also concerns a writer 
—a manufacturer who hires a hack- 
writer to create books which he signs 
and plugs. Ambitious wite, thru scan- 
calous maneuvers, secures the pseudo- 
author’s election to the French Academy. 
Mild fare. 


The Athenee offers a fantastic tale set 
ir the haunts of the Incas. Albert Acre- 
mant and Max Dairezux, in File Indi- 
enne (Indian File), have three Parisian 
tourists and their wives captured by a 
Peruvian Indian chief — ex-rounder of 
Montparnasse—who amuses himself by 
practically forcing all of his captives to 
commit adultery—ex«epting the prettiest 
Woman, whom he reserves for his own 
wigwam. Other women are obliged to 
swap hubbies every weex. Weak mixture 
of sex, wit and philosophy. 

La Rete noite (Bug-Beor), by Steve 
Passeur, at the Ambassadcurs, proved 
true to its name—it passed out almost 
fmmediately. A weird tale of a sanitari- 
um for nervous wrecks where the pa- 


tients were Obliged to wear masks and. 


the doctress in charge was a sort of 
lion-tamer—the idea being to make the 
patients so loathe the place that they 
would hasten to get well. 

La Jouese (The Gambler), by Mme. de 
Zegheb, at the Studio des Champs 
Elysees, is a bit of garbage pail coated 
with a few philosophical observations, A 
married woman frankly seeks extra-con- 
jugal—as the French put it—Joys, with 
the knowledge and consent of her hus- 
band. Snares 2 husky colured boy, who 
thanks her by strangling her. Nice little 
bed-time story.

Local Musicians 


To Get Gov. Aid 


NEW YORK, April 16.— Unemployed 
musicians will get federal aid thru local 
appropriations, according to orders is- 
sued this week by the federal relief ad- 
ministration in Washington to local re- 
lief bodies. Up to now local relief units 
have aided musicians in about 15 cities, 
but this time official word has gone out 
to all units requesting them to take 
care of musicians along with other 
groups of the white-collar class. 


This is understcod to be the result 
of the American Federation of Musi- 
cians’ pressure on Washington for more 
relief for its members. According to the 
orders, appropriations will be made for 
entertainments involving jazz bands, 
military bands, small concert orchestras 
and, in the larger cities, symphony or- 
chestras. 


In the meantime local relief for mu- 
sicians continues. Bridgeport last week 
put its 400 unemployed musicians to 
work in symphony concerts. Detroit has 
also put musicians to work in civic 
orchestras. Philadelphia recently okehed 
an 85-piece civic orchestra, with two 
months’ work guaranteed. 


Locally the State Department of 
Adult Education has been directing the 
various civic Orchestras supported 
relief funds. Other cities that have 
aided musicians thru the creation of 
work rather than doles include Denver, 
St. Paul, St. Louis, Minneapolis; Lincoln, 
Neb.; Newark, Jersey City, Paterson, 
N. J.; Springfield, Mass.; Buffalo, and 
Worcester, Mass. 

Employment of musicians is rising, 
the American Federation of Musicians 
reports. The locals are beginning to 
feel the effects of repeal and have high 
hopes that this summer will see the 
turning point.

Set Up Benefit Control Board; 
Booking Checkup Law Promised 


benefit shows appeared a bit closer to 
achievement last week when the theat- 
rical charities and actor unions voted to 
set up a Theater Benefit Authority and 
when the city administration okehed 
proposed legislation to check up on 
benefit bookings thru licensed theaters 
and halls. : 

At a meeting held in the Actors’ Fund 
office Friday afternoon it was decided to 
set up a Theater Benefit Authority 
which would regulate benefits thru co- 
operation of all theatrical and actor 
groups and which would distribute 
the funds received. Frank Gillmore 
(Equity), Ralph Whitehead and Charles 
Mosconi (American Federation of Act- 
ors), Henry Chesterfield (NVA), Miss 
Antoinette Perry (Stage Relief Fund), 
Dr. Henry Moskowitz (League of New 
York Theaters), Gerald Griffen (Catho- 


lic Actors’ Guild), Dave Ferguson (Jew- 
ish Theatrical Guild) and Sam Scribner 
and Major Bernard A. Reinnold (Actors’ 
Fund) attended the meeting. 

The Billboard in the meantime has 
started the ball rolling to secure 
remedial legislation and help prevent a 
recurrence of benefit racketeering which 
plagued the city last season. It is hav- 
ing an ordinance drawn up to force 
owners or managers of theaters and 
halls to file with the License or Public 
Welfare Department specified informa- 
tion concerning benefit shows booked.

Walter Reade, who has been lambast- 
ing the company right along in court, 
visited Meehan last week, and it is un- 
derstood that he gave Meehan an ear- 
ful of whet he thinks is wrong with the 
company. 


“S. O. S.” Drive in St. Paul 


ST. PAUL, Minn., April 14.—Local 20, 
of the IATSE, has started a “Save Our 
Stace” drive here, with the object of 
bringing the spoken drama and vaude- 
ville back to town.

The Home Office said that a second ex- 
tension was contrary to regulations, but 
it is felt that the primary reason was 
the present policy of barring foreign 
artists from appearing in Japan. Also 
claimed that the comparative nudity of 
the showgirls had something to do with 
it. Tho clad more than lines in Europe 
and America, the girls exposed more 
flesh than any other line ever seen here.

However, it is estimated 
that 250,000 Japanese have seen it so 
far, which is a record for any kind of 
show in Japan.

Since no boat leaves Japan 
Sunday or for several days thereafter, 
there is much speculation as to what 
the cast can do about it. There is talk 
that the management plans an invasion 
of China.

NEW YORK, April 14.—-The “average- 
actor-representation” group of Equity—

Admission Tax Question 
Is Up Again in Kentucky 


FRANKFORT, Ky., April 14— A tax 
on picture shows, fairs, circuses, carni- 
vals, musicales and all other kinds of en- 
tertainment charging admission was in- 
cluded in the recommendations of a 
committee as to means of securing 
revenue for the operation and mainte- 
nance of State governmental, educationa! 
and penal institutions and for relief 
purposes. \ 

The tax as proposed by the committee 
which was drafted to outline revenue 
measures to be presented to the special 
session of the general assembly to be 
called here, probably this month, for its 
ecnsideration, would be 1 cent on each 
10 cents of the ticket price. 

The last session of the general as- 
sembly failed to act on any revenue 
measures, and to further complicate the 
State’s financial status, passed a law 
providing that ng a ey measures 
made by a former legislature, if not re- 
enacted, cease to be operative. The State 
thus faces the problem of having its gov- 
ernmental agencies cease to function be- 
cause of lack of revenue, or a special ses- 
sion to pass revenue measures must be 
called in time to enact the measures be- 
fore July 1, the date when appropriations 
cease. 


Bathroom Out in Toronto 


TORONTO, April 14.— Reunion in 
Vienna, which ran unquestioned in New 
York and London, was questioned here 
because of mention of a bathroom in 
the second act. Inspector Sockett, of 
the morality squad, suggested that all 
references to the bathroom should be 
omitted. Maurice Colbourne, who with 
Barry Jones is presenting the play, was 
mildly surprised.

Committee for Vaude Field 


Sol Rosenblatt approves this move to be arranged for 
and supervised by Code Authority—latter asks for vio- 
lations—Partington burns on special report deal 


NEW YORK, April 14.—The answer to widespread accusations that there was 
no enforcement of the vaude section of the motion picture code was evidenced in 
one of the decisions at yesterday's meeting of the Code Authority. It was decided 
that vaude and presentations were to have a special committee to be appointed 
by. and come uncer the supervision of, the Code Authority. Besides indicating that 
vaude code enforcement will be observed, the matter of this special committee 
bears out to some extent the frequently voiced thought that vaude should have 


had a code of its own. Sol A. Rosenblatt 
approved the setup of the Grievance 
Boards to undertake all compliance mat- 
ters with the exception of production, 
vaudeville presentation or labor com- 
plaints. The Code Authority, in ac- 
cordance with this decision, will prob- 
ably turn over to the committee, which 
acted in drawing up the special report 
on vaude, the matter of straightening 
out this special enforcement committee. 
A meeting on this matter will probably 
be held next Tuesday. 

In answer to the story in last week’s 
issue anent code enforcement being a 
flop, the Code Authority asked for 
cases showing violation. The Authority 
promised investigation of all complaints 
and wanted co-operation. 

Issue was taken with the Code Au- 
thority yesterday by Jack Partington, of 
F&M, who wrote John C. Flinn, execu- 
tive secretary. Partington was a mem- 
ber of the special committee which was 
designated by the Code Authority to 
study the vaude situation and draw up 
a report for Rosenblatt’s supervision 
in the event of necessary revisions. His 
objection was to the fact that he had 
to glean from the trade papers that the 
“Code Authorities had decided to ignore 
completely the recommendations of the 
committee of which I happen to be a 
member.” He asked to be told if it was 


. true. He also stated that it did not seem 


possible that the recommendations could 
be so completely disregarded and that he 
felt that the least that could be expected, 
if the report was true, would be for the 
committee to be invited to another meet- 
ing and be enlightened as to the matter.

Prospect, Brooklyn, a four-day stand, 
goes into the pix grind April 24, while 
Boston, one of the ace spots, takes on 
the pix policy April 27. If Cleveland 
goes straight pix it will be about May 
4. That Boston is ditching vaude is 
considered a surprise inasmuch as the 
house has been a big money maker with 
the institution of box-office shows. 

The loss of these houses brings the 
RKO books below 10 weeks. Currently 
booked are the Palace, Academy and Au- 
advbon here; Albee and Madison, Brook- 
lvn; Regent, Paterson; Cap‘tol, Trenton; 
Tilyou, Coney Island; State, New Bruns- 
wick; Rivoli, Hempstead; Palace, Chica- 
go; Fox, Detroit; Palace, Rochester, and 
Proctor’s, Newark. They are two and 
four-day stands, split-week and full- 
weekers. The circuit also uses occasion- 
al flesh in other of its houses. 

In about a month from now it is ex- 
pected that quite a few others will ditch 
vaude, but it witl be strictly for the 
summer. The likely prospects are the 
two-day stands and other smaller houses.

NEW YORK, April 14—The vaude agents, or artists’ representatives as they 
prefer to be known, are serious in their efforts to do battle to the License Depart- 
ment on certain measures. Extent of their seriousness is seen in the fact that they 
are currently engaged in raising $1,000 as a defense fund for Maurice Goodman, who 
they have engaged to fight their battle. The RKO agents started all this and then 
got the Loew and indie representatives into line. The Artists’ Representatives’ Asso- 
ciation, comprising RKO agents, had three members, M. H. Rose, M. S. Bentham 


and N. E. Manwaring, visit Goodman 
Tuesday to get his consent to represent 
them on license matters. This he did 
after first asking for a retainer of $5,000, 
but later taking $1,000 when reminded 
of the conditions of the agency business. 

The RKO agents communicated with 
the Loew agents and succeeded in getting 
their promise to split the $1,000 cost. 
In addition, the indie agents have 
promised to contribute $100 of the $1,000, 
and said they hoped to make it $200. 
Loew and RKO are taxing their mem- 
berships so much a head to raise the 
money. 

The agents are elated over this move 
because of Goodman's knowledge on 
license matters. He considers them as 
artists’ representatives and therefore 


should not come under the employment 
agency category. Goodman in 1917 suc- 
ceeded in obtaining modifications to the 
1910 employment agency law. He is well 
acquainted with those laws and it is ex- 
pected that he will give Commissioner 
Paul Moss a tough fight in any moves to 
license vaude agents. 

The National Association of Theatrical 
Artists’ Representatives is not taking 
any action in this matter. The officers 
stated that an attempt was made to re- 
fund dues to those who paid, but ac- 
ceptance was refused. Therefore, the or- 
ganization is being continued, altho the 
vaude agents are organized into three 
distinct groups, RKO, Loew and indie. 


AFA To Set Up 


Local Offices; 


Boston and Philadelphia First 


NEW YORK, April 16.—The American 
Federation of Actors plans to establish 
headquarters in key cities as soon as its 
benefit show is out of the way. Ralph 
Whitehead, executive secretary, will visit 
Philadelphia and Boston, where mass 
meetings are now being arranged, and 
will establish an office in each city. 
Chicago will come next. Meanwhile the 
organization has members gathering 
data on conditions out of town and 
these reports will determine the pro- 
cedure followed.

Beauteous Ann Pritchard, assisted by 
Jack Goldie and the Sibley Sisters, did 
well in the opener. This blondish, 
toothy-smiled dancer possesses an au- 
thentic charm. Her forte is pirouettes. 
Shapely limbs and a fair singing voice 
are also in her favor. Goldie is a hard- 
working pedalist, as are the Sibleys, who 
wear male attire thruout. So far as 
hoofing is concerned, Goldie and the 
Sibleys are a male trio—and a good one. 
There’s a girl pianist, also. 

Freddie Craig Jr. is a mental wiz who 
socks with his brain gymnastics as well 
as personality. He is representative of 
the best elements of several mental 
giants hereabouts in recent years. No 
fair to mention names. Craig’s 10- 
things-at-once bit is a perfect climaxer 
for a sock act. His magic square, which 
was used as the encore here, is also one 
to make them sit up and take notice. 

Four Eton Boys and Do Re Mi playing 
a return in less than three months. 
Fully deserving of it. A singing turn 
with everything—even comedy—but not 
enough, of course. Routining is well 
done. Everything else as should be. Nice 
opening and closing hands for this CBS 
item. 

Johnny Burke made us wipe our eyes 
and pinch ourselves. We thought for a 
moment we were catching a show of 
seven and eight years ago. The same 
dead pan, high-pitched pipes and nif- 
ties. Somehow Johnny makes the stuff 
sound as new as Hitler. A _ pianolog 
follows for a fare thee well. Seeing 
Johnny again after such a long absence 
makes us wonder whether some of those 
Civil War vets we used to catch in 
vaude started out originally as topical 
monologists. One thing is certain: 
Johnny has become a tradition. 

The bouncing and twirling Maxellos 
wound up the show in grand style. 
These five Risley exponents have about 
everything it takes. Reminiscent also 
of the good old days here, the Maxellos 
recruited Burke for some clowning. 
Their smash bit is a three-man flying 
stunt, two from feet to feet and the 
third joining en route.

exceeding 600 seats, $300; houses between 
600 and 1,000 seats, $500; between 1,000 
and 1,500 seats, $750; between 1,500 and 
2,500, $1,000; between 2,500 and 3,500, 
$1,500, and for all houses with more than 
8,500 seats the fee is $2,000. Open-air 
houses are to be taxed $150. 

The ordinance on licemsing motion 
picture theaters now in effect defines 
the theaters as “any public. hall or room 
in which motion pictures or sound pic- 
tures are displayed, in which the seati 
capacity does not exceed 600 persons an 
in which there is no mae scenery.” 


The houses under 600 seajts are taxed 
$100; between 600 and 1, seats, $150, 
and over 1,000 seats, $2 Open-air 
theaters currently pay $50. \The Capitol 
and other de luxe houses! of combo 
policies pay a $500 license fee. Burlesque 
and legit theaters currently’ pay a flat 
fee of $500 without any regasd to seat- 
ing capacity. 

This new ordinance is proposed to 
take effect June 30 of this ye/ar.

CHICAGO, April 14—The Auditorium 
Theater, most historic playhouse in Chi- 
cago, where a President and Vice-Presi- 
dent of the United States were enter- 
tained on the theater’s opening night 
and where for years the greatest stars of 
grand opera reigned, is to become a 
night club. 

The deal that will result in convert- 
ing the once swanky theater into a dine 
and dance spot—albeit a swanky one— 
was signed this week by Andrew Rebori, 
an impresario who leans strongly to the 
bizarre.

The seats 
on the main floor of the theater will be 
replaced by tables, giving a seating ca- 
pacity of 854. A modernistic circular 
bar will occupy one end of the “diamond 
horseshoe” once sacred to society's elite. 
The dance bands will be placed in bays 
on either side of the stage. 

Rebori expects The Cascades to offer 
such novel entertainment that World’s 
Fair visitors will flock to see it, and if 
it comes up to his expectations the six 
months’ lease may be indefi- 
nitely.

NEW YORK, April 14.—Various factions concerned in building up the electrical 
transcription angles of radio are hoping for complete accord which will combine 
the independent groups and the two leading networks as well. At the same time, 
both the indies and chains are going ahead on their respective plans with the 
former hoping it will not become necessary to organize to complicated a system in 
order to hold its own. Leading the way as an indie proposition is the recently 
formed Group Broadcasters, Inc., headed by John Shepard III, of Boston, with 


A. A. Cormier, g. m. of WOR, acting in 
similar capacity for the new organiza- 
tion. Scott Howe Bowen is also inter- 
ested. Original plan of GBI was to bring 
order out of chaos in the electrical 
transcription field, cure it of numerous 
evils and make it possible for buyers of 
spot broadcast time to obtain a desirable 
group of stations thru a central source. 

Meetings held at the offices of GBI 
in the Chrysler Building on Monday and 
Tuesday developed a plan whereby GBI 
would become a three-way organization. 
One was to offer spot broadcast facili- 
ties to the prospective buyer; another a 
solid group of stations, and the third, a 
manufacturing unit where recordings 
could be made and the disks turned out 
The last mentioned proposition may 
result in a definite arrangement to take 
World Broadcasting System into the fold, 
This is a well-established laboratory and 
concern equipped to handle every sort 
of ET business. Meeting is being held 
today by the Chicago broadcasters in- 
terested in GBI and they will work out 
their regional plans. 


Network Angle 


Activities of both Columbia Broad- 
casting System and National Broadcast- 
ing Company in enlarcing their ET scope 
is seen as a definite threat to Group 
Broadcasters, Inc. Plans to form group 
selling of stations by GBI are intended 
to offset this. 

With pressure being brought to bear by 
the chains, GBI, while it has felt some- 
what uncomfortable, is anxious to as- 
sure the webs that it would rather work 
with them than against them. Next 
meeting to be held early next month, 
preparatory to an early summer start of 
operations of GBI, will consider the 
advisability of all factions getting to- 
gether. According to officials of GBI, 


the networks have the wrong idea about. 


them seeking to horn in on their busi- 
ness on a scale to do them any harm. 
Once the networks find out that they 
are not really so ferocious they hope an 
amicable working arrangement between 
them will be established.

Talbot Quits KOA; 


No Successor Set 


DENVER, April 14.—Following a con- 
ference with Niles Trammell, of Chicago, 
vice-president of the Chicago division, 
NBC, Freeman H. Talbot, manager of 
KOA Where, resigned and will take 2 
leave Of absence for three months be- 
fore going into the Chicago office. 

The resignation comes at a time when 
KOA is just getting reaay to open its 
new transmitter east of Denver, with 
5C 000 watts, four times the present 
power. It is reported there has been 
dissension at the station, but this could 
not be verified. 

Talbot has been manager of KOA 
since it was first built in 1924 by Gen- 
eral Electric. When the station was 
transferred to NBC Talbot continued as 
manager, When the station opened Tal- 
bot had to arrange for two provrams a 
week of two hours each. Now the sta- 
tion broadcasts 17 hours a day and 
draws heavily on NBC for both com- 
mercial and sustaining programs. 

The new transmitter, fast nearing 
completion, will give the station four 
times its present power and will place 
Denver in the front rank of radio. The 
brick and terra cotta huilding is com- 
pleted, and electrical cquinment is being 
rapidly installed. The transmitter will 
have a single tower nearly 450 feet tall, 
equal to a 45-story building. The tower 
of structural steel, is now going up, and 
will be cOmpleted in a few weeks. The 
new station should be Operating by 
June 1.

Hearing on Short 
Wave News Bureau 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—Radio News 
Service of America, headed by Ivar John- 
son, had a hearing before the Federal 
Radio Commission on Wednesday as a 
result of its application for license to 
forward news via short wave to its 
broadcaster members around the covn- 
try. No objections were made by news- 
papers. Mr. Johnson stated that the 
plan was feasible since he had been op- 
erating on the Coast for the past year 
and a hilf anc had had no complaints. 
He himself found it practical. 


Questioned on various points, John- 
son said he had numerous stations 
around the country willing to take his 
service since it would be much cheaper 
than that offered by existing radio-press 
organizations and far more complete in 
its news reports. He had correspondents 
ready to go to work in all parts of the 
world on a “space basis.” He would op- 
erate in similar manner to the big press 
associations since his members would 
send loca] news to the central bureau in 
New York. Out of the 300 broadcasters 
he had circularized, 92 expressed a will- 
ir gness to take his service on the part- 
nership and association plan. He would 
send out anywhere from 5,000 to 10,000 
words daily to his members, 


Numerous questions were answered 
quite satisfactorily by Johnson when in- 
terrogated by Tyler Berry, counsel for 
the FRC. Hearing was adjourned with- 
out definite decision as yet. Modifica- 
tion of Rule 232 is sought.

CRC Inquiry Sets Lively Pace 
As DBA Prexy Heads Opposition 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 14.—Investiga- 
tion of the Canadian Radio Commission 


by the House Committee continues at 
a lively pace, and the opposition to the 
CRC probably had its best day on 
Wednesday when numerous Dominion 
radio men were heard leveling their 
criticisms at the present administrative 
body. 


Chief among the opposition was R. W. 
Ashcroft. of Toronto, who is president 
of the Dominion Broadcasters’ Associa- 
tion. Ashcroft sought to even up the 
score for the attacks made on him by 
the CRC. and his denunciation was 
both in defense of his own affairs and 
the attempt to discredit him in the 
public eye, which he attributes to the 
commission's “clumsy chiseling” meth- 
ods. Some weeks ago Ashcroft sub- 
mitted a brief to the committee in 
which he sarcastically referred to the 
CRC and recommended the formation of 
a Canadian broadcasting corporation to 
supply programs to private stations. At 


the same time he, of course, advocated 
the abolition of the commission. 


H. C. Buchanan, of the Moose Jaw 
Radio Association, criticized the com- 
mission’s radio efforts in Saskatchewan 
and said a careful survey of listeners 
proved in favor of private broadcasting 
as against government programs. Later 
Chairman Morand told the committee 
that over 2,000 letters concerning the 
commission had been received by the 
prime minister and that these were of a 
mixed nature, being for and against the 
programs originated by the commission. 
Scrapping 2f CNRA at Moncton, which 
cost $12,500, was brought up, as well as 
the scrapping of three other outlets at 
even more monetary loss. 


Changing of wave lengths of the 56 
stations had much to do with the mud- 
dle, it was stated. National ownership 
was not progressing, since only two are 
owned now where there were three a 
year agO. To make it 100 per cent 
private ownership wou'd not be a radical 
move was also pointed out.

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Artists Sock the Chain Sponsor 


NEW YORK, April 16.—Possible care- 
lessness by name artists in making elec- 
trical transcription disks without taking 
into consideration the ultimate conse- 
quences is giving both networks and 
national advertisers a first-rate head- 
ache. Legal department of at least one 
chain is seeking weys and means of 
stopping spot broadcasting of disks made 
seme time ago by artists who are 
now being sponsored nationally. Disks 
are getting into the hair cf the heavy 
spending sponsors who find their own 
artists giving them competition all over 
the country. 


Typical instance is the Phil Harris Co- 
coanut Grove Orchestra recordings mad¢ 
by Freeman Lang Company on the Coast. 
Harris is said to have made the disks 
with the understanding that it would 
be good publicity for him to be heard 
sround the country via the medium of 
good sustaining records. This was while 
he was still at the Cocoanut Grove in 
Los Angeles. Coming east for a buildup 
and now being sponsored by the North- 
am Warren Corporation, the Harris disks 
are doing Overtime duty as a spot broad- 
casting proposition. Locally, the records 
have been heard on WOR sponsored by 
the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Com- 
pany. Contract at WOR runs out on 
April 29, and sponsor is renewing with a 
Cocoanut Grove Orchestra, presumably 
made by Harris. Other orchestras, how- 
ever, have used the name and there is 


@ possibility that the new shows have 
been made by Gus Arnheim. 

E. Stuart Sprague, of the NBC legal 
cepartment, is trying to ease the 
squawks from the Northam Warren out- 
fit, but it develops that his own hope 
is thru some technicality. One of them 
is the proper licensing of the musical 
rumbers used. Stations are willing to 
co-cperate and take such programs off 
to prevent iniringement of copyright 
when not licensed by the Music Publish- 
ers’ Protective Association or authority 
given for the clearance of certain num- 
bers.

Meetings held at the offices of GBI 
in the Chrysler Building on Monday and 
Tuesday developed a plan whereby GBI 
would become a three-way organization. 
One was to offer spot broadcast facili- 
ties to the prospective buyer; another a 
solid group of stations, and the third, a 
manufacturing unit where recordings 
could be made and the disks turned out 
The last mentioned proposition may 
result in a definite arrangement to take 
World Broadcasting System into the fold, 
This is a well-established laboratory and 
concern equipped to handle every sort 
of ET business.

CRC Inquiry Sets Lively Pace 
As DBA Prexy Heads Opposition 


OTTAWA, Ont., April 14.—Investiga- 
tion of the Canadian Radio Commission 


by the House Committee continues at 
a lively pace, and the opposition to the 
CRC probably had its best day on 
Wednesday when numerous Dominion 
radio men were heard leveling their 
criticisms at the present administrative 
body. 


Chief among the opposition was R. W. 
Ashcroft. of Toronto, who is president 
of the Dominion Broadcasters’ Associa- 
tion. Ashcroft sought to even up the 
score for the attacks made on him by 
the CRC. and his denunciation was 
both in defense of his own affairs and 
the attempt to discredit him in the 
public eye, which he attributes to the 
commission’s “clumsy chiseling” meth- 
ods. Some weeks ago Ashcroft sub- 
mitted a brief to the committee in 
which he sarcastically referred to the 
CRC and recommended the formation of 
a Cenadian broadcasting corporation to 
supply programs to private stations. At 


the same time he, of course, advocated 
the abolition of the commission. 

H. C. Buchanan, of the Moose Jaw 
Radio Association, criticized the com- 
mission’s radio efforts in Saskatchewan 
and said a careful survey of listeners 
proved in favor of private broadcasting 
as against government programs. Later 
Chairman Morand told the committee 
that over 2,000 letters concerning the 
commission had been received by the 
prime minister and that these were of a 
mixed nature, being for and against the 
programs originated by the commission. 
Scrapping 2f CNRA at Moncton, which 
cost $12,500, was brought up, as well as 
the scrapping of three other outlets at 
even more monetary loss.

NEW YORK, April 16.—Possible care- 
lessness by name artists in making elec- 
trical transcription disks without taking 
into consideration the ultimate conse- 
quences is giving both networks and 
national advertisers a first-rate head- 
ache. Legal department of at least one 
chain is seeking weys and means of 
stopping spot broadcasting of disks made 
seme time ago by artists who are 
now being sponsored nationally. Disks 
are getting into the hair of the heavy 
spending svonsors who find their own 
artists giving them competition all over 
the country. 

Typical instance is the Phil Harris Co- 
coanvt Grove Orchestra recordings mad¢ 
by Freeman Lang Company on the Coast. 
Harris is said to have made the disks 
with the understanding that it would 
be good publicity for him to be heard 
sround the country via the medium of 
good sustaining records. This was while 
he was still at the Cocoanut Grove in 
Los Angeles. Coming exst for a buildup 
and now being sponsored by the North- 
am Warren Corporation, the Harris disks 
are doing Overtime duty as a spot broad- 
casting proposition. Locally, the records 
have been heard on WOR sponsored by 
the Great Atlantic & Pacific Tea Com- 
pany. Contract at WOR runs out on 
April 29, and sponsor is renewing with a 
Cocoanut Grove Orchestra, presumably 
made by Harris. Other orchestras, how- 
ever, have used the name and there is 


& possibility that the new shows have 
been made by Gus Arnheim. 

E. Stuart Sprague, of the NBC legal 
aepartment, is trying to ease the 
squawks from the Northam Warren out- 
fit, but it develops that his own hope 
is thru some technicality. One of them 
is the proper licensing of the musical 
rumbers used. Stations are willing to 
co-cperate and take such programs off 
to prevent iniringement of copyright 
when not licensed by the Music Publish- 
€rs’ Protective Association or authority 
given for the clearance of certain num- 
bers. Freeman Lang method of selling 
disks is an involved one, sit:ce they never 
sell programs but lease them. Thus it 
can be used over and over again as long 
as performing rights fees are paid. If the 
MPPA accounts with the Coast studios 
are not in order, then there is the possi- 
bility of the disks being held up on 
some legal ground. Harris A. & P. pro- 
grams on WOR are heard during the 
forenoon and utilize same Rose Room 
theme song, Leah Ray and the Ambas- 
sador Trio.

Walter Damrosch 


Reviewed Monday 10-10:45 p.m. Style 
—Symphony orchestra. Sponsor—Pack- 
ard Motor Car Company. Statton-—-WJZ 
(NBC netuork). 


That Packard, a high-priced product, 
should go for symphonic interpretations 
at the capable hands of Damrosch is to 
be expected; that Damrosch, what with 
the weather getting to be fair and 
warmer, will ease away from the top- 
heavy opus is probably the hope of his 
many admirers and the Packard sales 
forces. The 45-minute run should give 
the noted conductor ample time in which 
to present a well-balanced program, yet 
he chooses to mass his heavy artillery at 
the beginning and the bombardment 
continued for the major portion of the 
allotted time, it seemed, and the lighter 
music came in for its own during the 
final quarter hour. 


The “Dean of American Conductors,” 
as he was introduced, also brought men- 
tion of his age, 73, and: a few words of 
praise. First selection was a long-winded 
one, running about nine or more min- 
utes. After this Dr. Damrosch’s familiar 
voice was heard and he announced that 
a Brahms selection was next, said song 
running about five minutes. Conclusion 
of this brought on John B. Kennedy, 
editor and commentator. Kennedy spoke 
about Packards from the factory angle, 
investing his talk with the romance of 
the industry from his viewpoint. Seeing 
a “great industry in action,” while in 
reality a credit, was made interesting by 
Kennedy, and he wound up with a few 
lines on how J. W. Packard happened to 
become an automoble imanufacturer a 
third of a century ago. By his speedy, 
clean-cut delivery and well-written copy, 
Kennedy is not hard to listen to and is 
convincing. 

What would a Damrosch program be 
without Richard Wagner is answered by 
the conductor with an excerpt from 
Rheingold, and he also added some de- 
scriptive material on the Gods of Vall- 
hela. Group of female voices during the 
latter part of the piece represent the 
Rhein maidens. Announcer stated that 
no one was better qualified to select 
music of present-day composers, and 
Damrosch mentioned something about 
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giving the living composers of America 
a break. He chose Jerome Kern, because 
of his “simplicity without banality.” Old 
Man River was played as arranged by 
Frank Black. Two old folk tunes were 
offered next of Scottish and English 
origin. The latter number, Drink tc Me 
Only With Thine Eyes, was sung by a 
baritone, who gave the tune a funereal 
tempo de luxe. Which seemed like a 
needless dose of solemnity since the oc- 
casion is not a funeral, but the possi- 
bility of new sales. Closing was a pleas- 
ing lullaby, which the strings served well. 
Short line or two with a recurrence of 
the slogan, Ask the Man Who Owns One, 
brought the program to a close. 

With the exception of the Kennedy 
talk, credits were of modest nature and 
certainly down to a minimum. Insofar 
as this reviewer is concerned, the talk 
was an indirect credit only, and from the 
viewpoint perhaps of a car owner the 
talk may come under the head of in- 
teresting info. M.

—Orchestra. Sponsor—Chevrolet Motor 
Car Company. Station—WEAF (NBC 
network). 


Passing up Jack Benny et al., Chevrolet 
goes in for good will and seeks to apply 
another kind of psychology, that of 
“restful music” only, insofar as the en- 
tertainment is concerned, and practically 
no sales arguments as to talk. “Delight- 
ful style of modern music” they call it 
and the shortest of program notes pre- 
cede each selection. Thus, two operetta 
tunes are heard, followed by a tango. 
Young’s waltz, Beautiful Night, and Oley 
Speaks’ Sylvia, which brought the pro- 
gram to the halfway mark. At this point 
a short credit mentioned the program 
being brought by the local Chevrolet 
dealer. 

Popular arrangement of The Blue 
Danube; Sweet Madness, also by Young; 
I'll See You Again, from Bitter Sweet, 
and a standard ballad concluded the 
musical end of the program. Closing 
credit hoped that the program was the 
means of creating a friendly feeling in 
the home for Chevrolet; also by giving 


listeners what they wanted—a low-priced, 

restful car. Alwyn Bach did the an- 

nouncing in comparatively soft tones.

Dr. Bundesen’s Magazine of 
the Air 


Reviewed Thursday, 9-10 a.m. CST. 
Style—Dramatized news, talks, violinist 
and organ. Sponsors — Dean’s Evapo- 
rated Milk, Kemp’s Tomato Juice and 
United Fruit Dispatch. Station WLS 
(Chicago). 

This program, under the direction of 
Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, president of 
the Chicago Board of Health, is unique 
in that it contains no advertising or 
sales talk, altho sponsored by three 
firms whose products are simply men- 
tioned once or twice casually during the 
entire hour of diversified entertainment. 

Dr. Bundesen starts the program with 
an editorial on one of the day’s out- 
standing problems (the CWA being fhe 
subject On the day heard) and speaks 
about five minutes. He is followed by 
Dr. Hayden Roberts, news editor, with 
What Makes the News, a dramatization 
of four or five big news stories done in 
@ showmanly manner with sound effects 
and a capable cast that includes H. 
Lester Tremayne, who is also the an- 
nouncer; Al Halus, Maxine Garner, Joe 
Kelly and Jack Holden. Dr. Roberts 
follows each sketch with an editorial 
comment. David Moll, violinist, with 
John Brown at the piano, rendered 
Barcarolle, by Tschaikowsky, and was 
followed by Your Health, a dramatized 
health problem presented by Dr. Bunde- 
sen and some of the cast. Hayden Rob- 
erts came next with a short discourse 
on the History of the Vitamins, and 
then Ralph Waldo Emerson played 
Musical Gems From Tschaikowsky on 
the organ. The balance of the program 
consisted of The Mother and Her Child, 
advice on child rearing; another solo 
by David Moll, Turkish March, by 
Beethoven; The Adventures of the Daw- 
sons, a dramatic daily serial, and a 
question and answer forum on health 
matters by Drs. Bundesen and Roberts. 

At no time during the program are 
there lengthy or even short sales talks 
on the merits of the sponsors’ products. 
Herbert Futran, John Welch and Hayden 
Roberts are responsible for the script, 
with Futran doing a nice job of 
directing.

New Song Tips 


“T’ve Got a Watch” 


By Maurice Sigler and J. Fred Coots. 
Published by Edward B. Marks Music 
Corporation, New York. 


Analyzing the text first, we are im- 
Mediately confronted with a new twist 
to an old idea. Listening to the music 
One is also impressed that the “wedding” 
is in perfect accord with what the writers 
had in mind and what they wish to con- 
vey. In other words, that is as we see it, 
the subject used is more or less another 
treatise in rhyme and melody of what 
some of us dread and others might wel- 
come—loneliness! The narrative starts 
with a game of solitaire. As this pro- 
ceeds the singer becomes bored. So much 
So in the face of a succession of “deuces, 
aces and picture faces” that the actual 
purpose of indulging in the pastime be- 
comes apparent. Pausing to reflect, stern 
reality then takes a hand. 

Just like a still remembered number 
Where one had to contemplate the four 
walls in an empty room the future holds 
no happiness except the companionship 
of someone whom the singer evidently 
reveres. Familiar sentiment, but in- 
variably surefire when perfectly blended. 
In this instance this has been expertly 
done with the tempo deviating between 
the dramatic and the mysterious to as- 
Sure the requisite interpretation. 


“Take a Little Time To 


Love” 


For-trot. By Ruth Prosser. Published 
by Kendis Music Corporation, New York. 

Following a pattern that has done yeo- 
man service on many occasions and with 
Success, the writer offers nothing new 
either in thought or construction. There 
is an earnest directness and terseness, 
“owever, which should be helpful in for- 
getting its manifest shortcomings. Then, 
too, there is an opening strain in the re- 
frain that might aid in attracting atten- 
tion and perhaps further the interests 


of all involved. Of course, there are a 
few other touches of individuality with 
the person who made the arrangement 
entitled to a share of whatever credit 
might accrue. 

Reminiscent treatment of the notes 
following the aforementioned strain is 
in evidence. This may be placed as ex- 
cusable because of the tune itself. Seem- 
ingly, there was no other way out of it. 
The only objection is that it is remindful 
of two recent compositions with com- 
parisons likely to start adverse discus- 
sion. But with songs appearing and dis- 
appearing like dandelions overnight and 
one out of a hundred even annuling more 
than fleeting approbation, the best in- 
tended criticism does not matter. What 
counts is what the rank and file of artists, 
radio, maestros, etc., think about it. They

Hogan’s Facsimile Shown 


Newest facsimile development was 
demonstrated last week by President 
John V. L. Hogan, of Radio Pictures. Inc 
Facsimile devices are being carefully 
watched by radio and press groups, 
Aside from obvious commercial possibili- 
ties, some see in facsimile gadgets a 
forerunner of television. Hogan's “radio 
pen” swings across 314, inches of paper. 
The pen duplicates comics, stories, pic- 
tures and other material transmitted. 
The present speed ranges from 30 to 60 
words a minute. 


Can Sell at $10 


Hogan, w. k. in engineering circles and 
one of the most active television experi- 
menters in the East, estimates that the 
facsimile device, when ready for the 
market, can sell for about $10. 


Facsimile devices have often been 
mentioned as a pre-television innova- 
tion. Theory is that attachment could 
be easily made a part of a radio. Set 
would be turned “on” instead of “off” 
all night. In the morning a miniature 
newspaper would be taken from radio. 
Possibility has many ramifications. 
Public utilities, tube manufacturers 
and part makers would hug the idea. 
Press sees in it a competitor. Radio 
executives have never openly played 
the idea up, but O. H. Caldwell, ex- 
FRC, and now editor of Electronics, 
told us that he believes we'll have fac- 
simile reproduction before television. 

Altho radio editors seemed to like 
Hogan’s device, dailies gave little space 
to story. 


Short Wavers in Front 


General feeling is that present popu- 
larity of short-wave receiving sets will 
be fostered until saturation point is 
reached—before anything is done about 
television. Short-wavers have opened a 
fertile market for some lucky manufac- 
turers and the boys are making hay while 
the sun shines. Television has been 
temporarily eclipsed by this new fad. 

This shot-in-the-arm is helping the 
radio industry and giving fans a new 
thrill. Whether it is taking fans away 
from American stations cannot, at this 
writing, be determined. Thrills back of 
pulling in European and Latin American 
stations are analogous of old radio days, 
when d-x fans wowed themselves by dial- 
ing in distant American stations.

posed amendment or on occasion to the 
plan in its entirety. 


The suggested amencment under 
which an industrial relations board for 
the purpose of arbitrating labor disputes 
within given cases in the industry 
brought prompt attacks from representa- 
tives of labor, thru General Samuel! T. 
Ansell, counsel for AFM; John Casey, for 
stagehands’ local No. 1, of New York 
City: Fred J. Dempsey, for IATSE, and 
Frank Gillmore, among others. Ansell 
attacked the provisions vigorously and 
Gillmore suggested the possibility of 
asking Equity council to withdraw from 
the Code Authority should the provision 
go into the code. 


Sandwiched between these highlights 
Were suggestions as to throwaways, 
which featured the prior hearings but 
which now seem to be on the way to a 
solution. Lester Al Smith submitted, in 
connection with suggestions along the 
line of his previous testimony. two pro- 

als which were taken under con- 
sideration by Deputy Farnsworth: 


“It shall be considered an unfair trade 
practice for any manager to aid or assist 
in the distribution of ‘throwaways,’ ‘two- 
for-ones’ or any other form of ticket or 
literature which when presented at the 
theater box office, together with an 
amount of money less than the regular 
box-office price, entitles the holder to 
theater seats, unless the ‘throwaway’ 
ticket or literature plainly states the 
amount of money required and the con- 
ditions under which the seats may be 
purchased.” Also: “It shall be considered 
an unfair trade practice for any theater 
or attraction manager to cut-rate in any 
form unless a sign at least as large as the 
box-office scale of prices is posted in a 
conspicuous place in the theater lobby 
telling all patrons where and for how 
much such cut-rates. or whatever form 
the theater or attraction employs, are 
available.” 


As to wages and hours, little was said 
in view of the fact that following the 


preceding hearings generally satisfactory © 


provisions were agreed to in post-hearing 
conferences. Mrs. Emily Holt did, how- 
ever, call upon the deputy administrator 
for information as to the source and the 
statutory or other authority for the issu- 
ing of the “X-12” provision as to arbitra. 
tion. Deputy Farnsworth replied it was 
issued under authority of an executive 
order, citing the latter. 

In taking violent exception to the 
brokerage plan of Wittenberg, Klein said 
that three large agencies in New York, 
McBride, Postal and Tyson. disposed of 
95 per cent of the tickets which were 
sola thru the box office there, and that 
“we do not want to do business with 
speculators” which have been known 
“from time immemorial as a menace to 
the public. But the legitimate broker 
must have the right to exercise his func- 
tions.” Continuing, Klein asserted that 
“to attempt to license him or to tell us 
to whom we must sell our tickets is fal- 
lacious and a licensing system would 
ruin our business.” Klein suggested a 
code section reading: “No tickets should 
be sold to any club unless they sign 
en agreement to permit the Code Au- 
thority to examine their books periodic- 
ally to check up on whether they are 
charzing more for tickets than the legiti- 
mate brokers.” 

General Ansell termed as “involuntary 
servitude” for members of the crafts the 
proposal advanced for an _ industrial 
board, adding that “the very moment 
you confer power on a court in the in- 
dustrial world you unnecessarily take 
away the most cherished thing the 
American worker has—which is the right 
to bargain collectively,” and that “as 
far as the members of the union I rep- 
resent (AFM) are concerned, they need 
no interference by the government.” 

Gillmore expressed the view, “with ail 
deference, that an Industrial Relations 
Board would bring danger to our 
(Equity) organization.” His comments 
were to the point as regards briefness. 
Elliott, in his talks, explained the con- 
ditions under which stage workers have 


to function, pointed to their responsi- 
bility as regards the safety of the public, 
suggested the Iroquis fire in Chicago in 
former years as an example, and said 
that when the big theatrical organiza- 
tions in times past were counting their 
profits by the hundreds of thousands 
and even the millions that the stage- 
hands were not given recognition in 
wages and working conditions com- 
mensurate with the returns which the 
owners and operators received. “Now,” 
he added, “when things are in a slump, 
these same stagehands are asked to 
shoulder the load.” 

Casey made it plain that he was in a 
fighting mood and that his organization 
would not agree to the suggested in- 
dustrial relations board. After numerous 
heated exchanges there was a suggestion 
of olive branches as Dr. Henry Moscowitz 
took the floor. There were conciliatory 
remarks, but largely of a personal char- 
acter, on the part of Elliott and others 
in replying to expressions of Dr. Mos- 
cowitz as to his personal attitude to- 
wards workers. 

Assisting Deputy Farnsworth at the 
hearings were Henry H. Collins Jr., labor 
adviser; David M. Kendall, for research 
ard planning, as a substitute for Donald 
K. Wallace, who was ill; Thomas Mc- 
Guire, for consumers’ advisory board; C. 
F. Rumely, for industrial advisory board, 
and Tyree Dillard Jr., for the legal 
division.

FRO OUT FRONT 


By Eugene Burr 


Whenever a column must be filled, with nothing immediately at hand to fill 
it, your reporter welcomes the excuse to climb enthusiastically once more upon his 
hobbyhorse and go tilting away at the windmill dragons of realism. For in his 
rational moments even he realizes that the dragons are, after all, just windmills. A 
world caught in a wave of materialism, of bodily repletion, of beefy smugness and 
satisfaction with the ugly, turned naturally toward realism as to the fetish most 
nearly expressing its own earthbound point of view. But such things cannot last. 
Smugness may be swept away by the freshening breeze of misfortune; repletion may 
easily turn to hunger—a hunger more noble, as Cyrano said, than that of the flesh. 

Indeed the portents of such change are not missing. The much-press-agented 
depression destroyed a great deal of the world’s adoration of wealth as an ultimate 
aim, a great deal of its turgid self-satisfaction. Realism persists, it is true, but it 
is on the wane. Witness, as a case in point. the sudden interest in romantic and 
historical plays that has been shown during the current theatrical season. 

Realism there was, of course, before the era of post-war repletion—but then it 
was a thing struggling to bring new forms and new subject matter into the field 
of art. It did the spade service, opening new fields for the legitimate artists—yet 
even then it showed the same characteristics of overaccentuated vulgarity (in- 
evitable when common life is sovght as the ultimate expression) that it shows 
today. It was about that earlier realism that Joris Karl Huysmans had his char- 
acter, Des Hermies, speak in La Bas, that early warhorse of the whispering dealers 
in the verboten, Des Hermies’ comments are interesting, and they still hold true, 
in a large measure, today. Said Des Hermies, in part: 


“I do not really care how the naturalists maltreat the language, but I do 
strenuously cbject to the earthiness of their ideas. They have made our literature 


the incarnation of materialism. Filth and flesh are their all in all. 


wonder and reject the extra-sensual. 


They deny 


I don’t believe they would know what you 


meant if you told them that artistic curiosity begins at the very point where the 


senses leave off. 


“This fetid naturalism eulogizes the atrocities of modern life. It ecstasizes 
over brute force and apotheosizes the cash register. It repudiates style, it rejects 


every ideal. 


“Read the latest book. What do you find? Simple anecdotes: murder, suicide 
and accident stories copied right out of the newspaper, all written in a colorless 
style and containing not the faintest hint of an outlook on life. The only im- 


pression that remains 1s one of surprise that a man can write 300 or 400 pages when 
he has absolutely nothing to reveal to us—nothing to say!” 


There are things there that should 


be triply underlined. Des Hermies was 


talking about fin de siecle novels, but what he said holds generally good for a 
certain sort of 1934 play. It perfectly summarizes that type of writing which can- 
not see the forest for the trees, which cannot sree the statue for the bird leavings 


that are on it. 


Grant that they are only windmills after all! 


The Pirates of Penzance. The company 
—it still persists in coming to mind as 
the Aborn company, in spite of the fact 
that after Mr. Aborn’s death the man- 
agement was assumed by S. M. Chartock 
—is better than it ever was before, the 
oldsters keeping up their high standards, 
and the comparative newcomers to G&S, 
such as Vivian Hart and Roy Cropper, 
improving hugely as they become, thru 
the seasons, more accustomed to the 
music and to the peculiar manner in 
which the Savoy operas must be played. 
It’s a grand performance at the Majestic 
these nights, one that measures up to 
all reasonable Savoy standards—and 
Some unreasonable Ones, too. 


John Cherry, substituting for Frank 
Moulan while the latter tours with Roxy 
and his gang, was not quite so good in 
the Major General's role as he was last 
week as Ko-Ko. $pecifically, he was 
a bit shaky in the grand patter song, 
f Am the Very Model of a Modern Major 
General, flubbing a few of the words and 
generally seeming a bit nervous and ill 
at ease. That, however, will probably 
be at an end after he gets a few more 
performances under his belt. 


For the rest, it’s all bouquets. Crop- 
per did the most effective and most 
charming job of his Gilbert and Sulli- 
van career with the lines, and found 
his voice in the second act to do the 
remaining musical numbers as well as 
he did Nanki-Poo’s tunes in the first 
production. Migs Hart was in splendid 
voice, handling even the extremely dif- 
ficult hunks of coloratura in Poor Wan- 
dering One with eese and effect. As for 
the veterans, their performances were as 
good aS ever, with Herbert Waterous 
and William Danforth again making the 
pirate king and the sergeant of police 
high spots in a season of playgoing. 
Vera Ross has given excellent perform- 
ances of Ruth before, but never one 
quite so good as that she contributed 
last night. The chorus kept up the ex- 
cellent work of the previous week, with 
even the skeleton pirate band that sings 
Come Friends being well enough trained 
to give force, body and power to the 
music.

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of a dose of sulphur and molasses itself. 
Written by Frederick Jackson, it labored 
under the badly punning title of Wife 
Insurance. It also labored under an al- 
most complete ebsence of either interest 
or fun, plus some of the most inane 
characterizations that have come to the 
stage in many a long day—or short day 
either. It tried to make much of un- 
makable nuances, missing the sparkle 
that it so earnestly sought until it drew 
thin to the breaking point in the end- 
less conversations of its second act. 
Thereafter it lay scattered ineptly over 
the stage. 


It is in substance an ineffectively so- 
phisticated rewrite of the chestnut about 
the writing chap who is irresistible to 
women and the other chestnut about 
the husband who wants to test his wife’s 
virtue. Actually, it’s as old and trite as 
that, with the only new angle being the 
addition of another husband who also 
tests his wife, thus making the aged 
cliche just twice as stale and boring. 
Before a nightmare of a modernistic set, 
the Langdons and the Chadwicks—or, 
rather, the female contingents of each— 
set their caps for Leonard Drummond, 
a potboiling novelist. The husbands 
are naturally somewhat disturbed, and 
Gregory Langdon plans a trumped-up 
business trip in order to give his wife 
her chance to wander in pastures new. 
Her wandering is never particularly 
amusing. In the end each husband 
thinks that the other is wearing the 
well-known and legendary horns. 


One wonders why anybody made a fuss 
about the situation in the first place. 
Women who have to be watched aren’t 
worth watching. 


A stageful of Equity stalwarts is con- 
fronted, thru Mr. Jackson’s efforts, with 
a scriptful of utterly unactable parts— 
and that the male contingent does any- 
thing with them at all is a tribute to its 
prowess. Walter Abel, Kenneth McKan- 
ha and Harvey Stephens make the gen- 
tlemen concerned as believable as the 
author will let them—but that, unfor- 
tunately, is not very believable. Ilka 
Chase, as Marion Langdon gives her 
usual unitone performance, which is 
amusing during the first five minutes 
and ends by getting unbearably boring. 
Lillian Emerson, as Diane Chadwick, 
demonstrates again that her desire to 
act is still just that—a desire. Helen 
Huberth, who last played a lead in 
Broomsticks, appears as a maid briefly 
and well. It might have been better 
all round if she and Miss Emerson had 
exchanged roles. 

It’s all very silly and quite pointless, 
The stage’s spring fever is unabated.

izes Mr. Totheroh’s play, bringing irony 
and pity, fine writing and excellent dra- 
matic effect—but it is only a brief flash. 
For the rest, the play is as faded and 
lifeless as a Currier and Ives print—and 
far more dull. 


There is a still greater danger in re- 
casting the life of the Brontes in dra- 
matic form. Drama, by its very nature, 
limits. the study of the mind. More 
than that, in a full-length dramatic 
character study it is extremely difficult 
—impossible, perhaps—to make the 
secondary characters anything but par- 
tially drawn and subsidiary sketches. 
That is the stone over which Mr. 
Totheroh falls most disastrously. In- 
trigued with the mystery of Emily, he 
makes her—together with her relations 
with Branwell and the still-disputed 
authorship of Wuthering Heights-—the 
focal point in his story. And as a result 
Charlotte and Anne become a pair of 
pale pastels, a mere wash Of careless col- 
or behind the flaming figure of Emily. 
They become stock figures from the dra- 
matic workshop. That is all right if we 
happen to be dealing with fictitious 
characters; we can believe whatever the 
author cares to tell us. But when we 
have the authors of Jane Eyre and The 
Tenant of Wildfell Hall, this simplifica- 
tion and reduction to mediocrity are 
hard to stomach. They blast the effect 
of the play. 


Mr. Totheroh’s central portrait, that 
of the moor-mad, locked, passionate and 
frustrated nature-force which is Emily, 
is a fine and moving one, entirely in 
keeping with his splendid work in Wild 
Birds and Distant Drums. But the 
Reverend Patrick becomes the most 
Obvious possible expression of an ego- 
maniac; Branwell, harping on the single 
monomaniac strain of his illicit love, 
becomes a stock jitter-figure from the 
melodramas of the 1890s (particularly 
as he is played by Glenn Anders); Anne 
becomes a crinolined and wistful Polly- 
anna, and Charlotte appears as a 
bustling Mrs. Grundy with an inexpli- 
cable literary talent. All of which is 
neither believable nor satisfactory. The 
Scenes in which Charlotte makes plans 
to publish the joint poems, and so 
get enough money to send dear brother 
Branwell away, smell of lavender, old 
lace and Little Women. At any moment 
you expect Charlotte to go to the bar- 
ber’s and sell her lovely gold hair. 


Perhaps if Mr. Totheroh had written 
his play and then taken all mention of 
the Brontes out of it, making the girls 
merely three moor-bound and strange 
women with no literary or historical 
identification, you might have believed 
in them all. Then you could have taken 
his word for the characters of the other 
two sisters; then you could have been 
interested only in the wild, compelling 
portrait of Emily that is the excellent 
basis of the play. But, naturally, since 
Mr. Totheroh set out to write about the 
Brontes, that is both silly and impossi- 
ble. It is merely offered as an explena- 
tion of the failure of the play as it 
stands. 


The producers have done their best, 
getting together a cast which should 
have been excellent. That it wasn’t is 
the fault of the players and Melvyn 
Douglas, the director. The only char- 
acterization that comes thru with any 
real force and effect is that of Frances 
Starr as Charlotte; in spite of the im- 
possible part, she brought warmth and 


life and belief to her acting. Helen 
Gahagan, returning to the stage as 
Emily, played with a hard, incisive man- 
ner that gave a one-tone coloring to 
the role. Anders, as Branwell, needed 
only a green spotlight to complete the 
Picture. And Edith Barrett made Anne 
even worse than she had to be. Miss 
Barrett once turned in a splendid per- 
formance as Mrs. Moonlight. She is 
still playing Mrs. Moonlight as Anne, 
only this time not so well; there are 
overtones of Winniether-Pooh. 

Mr. Totheroh has turned for material 
from the earthiness of his previous plays 
to books. Im general, his present piece 
mirrors the change. It is “literary” and 
faded. Except for the portrait of Em- 
ily, it all might be three of the four 
darling March girls transplanted to an 
English moor. EUGENE BURR.

The House of Remsen, which Nicholas 
Soussanin and William J. Perlman wrote 
in collaboration with Marie Baumer 
and which Mr. Soussanin directed and 
presented at Henry Miller’s Theater Mon- 
day night, has an excellent certral idea 
—the ironic, arresting, dramatic idea of 
a father being told that one of his 
two children is illegitimate, thereafter 
hating him and lavishing affection on 
the other, and then, when the lad is 
thoroly weaned away and his life almost 
wrecked, finding that it is the other 
child who was born of his wife's affair. 
There can be terror in that and a great 
amount of psychological insight and 
dramatic impact. Not entirely believable, 
it can still be made into absorbing 
theater. 

That it fails to make use of its 
potentialities is the fault, chiefly, of the 
writing and of a certain obviousness in 
the making of points. The writing is 
good run-of-the-season dialog, but it 
lacks the polish and delicacy that the 
play needs. And in the telling, in spite 
of the turns and counterturns of the 
plot, the situations are presented in the 
easiest theatrical way. 

When Arthur Remsen’s dearly beloved 
wife is killed in an auto accident while 
driving with Leslie Stokes, Remsen finds 
that she and Stokes have had an affair 
and that one of his children, upon whom 
he dotes, is Stokes’ child. He goes to the 
hospital and forces a statement from the 
man, who is thought to be dying. The 
child is, says Stokes, the boy, Clyde. 

Ten years later Remsen lavishes affec- 
tion on his Vivienne, while Clyde has 
lived his life in schools and colleges, 
carrying Remsen’s ill-concealed hate with 
him. When the lad gets into trouble 
with a girl Remsen refuses to lift a 
hand to aid him. Then, at the end, when 
the boy is acquitted and is leaving for 
France, Stokes, who conveniently failed 
to die, returns from Paris and tells the 
father that the illegitimate child is 
Vivienne—and he proves it. And the 
house of Remsen, built of alternate 
bricks of love and hate, crashes about 
the stunned ears of its head. He still 
loves Vivienne—the habits of a lifetime 
cannot so easily be broken, and his own 
son is leaving him with a sense of his 
unfairness, with the intention of never 
returning home. Pitifully, hesitatingly, 
the older man tries to heal the 10-year- 
old wound as he says farewell. And the 
curtain finds him collapsed in his chair, 
dependent still on Vivienne’s love. It is 
a powerful, if theatrical, thesis. 

James Kirkwood, as Remsen, starts out 
with too much bravura and bellowing, 
but after the first scene he settles down 
to give a fine, sensitive and powerful 
performance. Francesca Bruning is in- 
nocuously sweet, first as his wife and 
then as his daughter. Edgar Stehli 
counts heavily as the old family phy- 


sician. Ben Starkie is over-hysterical as 
Clyde. 

But perhaps the best acting of the 
evening is done by Raymond Roe, a very 
little boy, who plays Clyde as a child. 
At the end of the first act he is on the 
stage alone for a long stretch of panto- 
mime, and he holds his audience tense. 
It’s amazing work for a baby.

On May 1 all members who are 
paid until that date will owe an addi- 
tional 86 to place them in good stand- 
ing. Remaining in good ,standing is 
your responsibility. Don’t wait for your 
deputy or for some representative of 
the association to collect your dues.

Kuykendall Demands Producers Detroit Almost 100% for New 


Divorce Selves From Theaters Admission Price Adjustment 


Louis Mayer criticises exhibitors who seek lower film 
rentals—asks them to discourage indie producers— 
exhibs see practically no benefits from convention 


LOS ANGELES, April 14.—Ed Kuykendall, president of the MPTOA, in session 
here this week, started the fireworks with the opening speech. He stated that 
the “master minds” of the picture business who try to operate theaters all over 


the country from New York will soon cease to exist. 


He said that the day is not 


far distant when production and theaters will be divorced and that it will be a 
great day for all concerned when this actually comes to pass. Kuykendall re- 
viewed the events of the year and paused long enough to slam Allied States for 


its activities and gave to his organiza- 
tion all credit for bringing about what 
improvements there are in the business. 
Louis B. Mayer, Metro studio head, 
scored exhibitors for criticizing the pro- 
ducers before they actually know what 
was going on in the studios and the 
difficulties producers have to contend 
with. He brought many smiles when he 
said that exhibitors should not complain 
(See FEW BENEFITS on page 22) 


World Has 60,000 
Picture Theaters 


WASHINGTON, April 14.— According 
to ficures released by the Department of 
Commerce, there are 60,000 motion pic- 
ture theaters in the world. Of these 
19,000 are in the United States, with 
Germany second with 5,100. 

England is third in line with 4,672; 
France has 3,900; Spain, 2,600; Italy, 
2,500; Czechoslovakia, 2,024; Russia, 
2.000. China, with a population of 450,- 
(00.000 people, has but 250 theaters. 


Sherman Denies 


Graft Charges 


NEW YORK, April 14—Harry Sher- 
man, president of Local 306, Motion Pic- 
ture Machine Operators, denied this 
week that he ever had any dealings with 
Salvatore Spitale, an underworld char- 
acter, who acted as intermediary in the 
Lindbergh kidnaping case. 

During testimony in Washington last 
week Nathaniel Doragoff testified that 
labor is being exploited by certain 
unions and said that $900,000 of the 
money in the treasury of Local 306 had 
been dissipated since Sherman took the 
presidency. He said Sherman told him 
that Spitale had been paid $7,500 “for 
services” and that an attorney had re- 
ceived $70000 fee, tho he handled no 
litigation. 

Sherman in a statement says that it 
is a) frameup on the part of Doragoff to 
get back power with. Sam Kaplan, de- 
posed ruler. Sherman says the whole 
thing is a pack of lies and that he 
defies the accuser to prove his points. 


Universal Sales 


Are Up Sharply 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Accordirng to a 
statemert from Universal, the domestic 
sales contracts for the season 1933-’R4 
are $1,800,000 over those of preceding 
year. This is probably a bigger pro- 
portionate gain than most companies in 
the business. 

Universal has been turning out box- 
cfice hits this season, and James 
Grainger, sales manager, has been hop- 
ping about the country with evidently 
excellent results since he joined the 
organization. 


Blues Out 


MONESSEN, Pa., April 19.—The Star 
and Monos theaters here both put on 
regular shows Easter Sunday in defiance 
of the State blue laws, playing to ca- 
pacity business without interference 
from the police. Managers of both 
houses announced they would continue 
Sunday shows. 


Mich. Construction 


Continues Upgrade 


DETROIT, April 14.—Construction has 
been started upon a new theater at 
Saginaw, Mich. The house will be called 
the Genesee and will have 250 seats, 
emphasizing the tendency to smaller 
houses, which has been constant in re- 
cent theater construction thruout the 
State. The house will be operated by 
George LeDuc, former up-State theater 
circuit owner. 


A second new house is under way st 
Port Austin, to be named the Port 
Austin. The house, seating 200, is being 
built by Mack Norton. 


The third new house is the Gibson at 
Greenville, Mich., which has just been 
cpened. The house seats 310 people. 
The house is being operated by the 
Gibsqn brothers, Charles and Joseph, 
and L. M. Quinet. 


Back to Nature 


CHICAGO, April 14.—Juwes J. Rubins, 
director of theater operaticns for Great- 
States Pubiix theaters in Illinois, has 
decided to go back to nature as a part- 
time farmer. He has leased 242 acres 
in Kendall County and will go in for 
raising chickens in a big way. He will 
ecntinue his theater aperations, but will 
hibernate on the farm as often as 
Possible. 


DETROIT, April 14—The Detroit 
agreement to raise prices is 90 per cent 
effective, Allied Theaters of Michigan 
reported this week. Difficulties with 
the Hollywood and Cinderella and Co- 
lonial theaters have been adjusted by 
partial compromise, and only tw. houses, 
both owned by one operator, it was said, 
are now holding out against the agree- 
ment. Because of the nature of the 
compromises, some houses in the zones 
affected have raised prices only propor- 
tionately and are awaiting further action 
by the dissenting theaters. 


In some cases, as with the Hollywood, 
theaters which have originally adopted 
an increase less than provided for by 
the basic agreement scale have made a 
second raise when conditions and pat- 
ronage justified it. 


The price boost goes into effect this 
week in the downtown houses, aside 
from the first-runs, which are generally 
Satisfactory. The Family, Columbia, 
Bijou, Blackstone and Republic will all 
raise prices then. 

Edgar E. Kirchner, treasurer of Allied 
and manager of the Family, reported last 
week that a price increase of five cents, 
adopted before the other houses lifted 
their prices, resulted in a slight increase 
in grosses. Patronage fell off slightly, 


but gross receipts built up, and the ex- 
perience of other houses indicates that 
patronage is steady. Kirchner attributed 
the slight drop to weak pictures almost 
solely. 


Actual accomplishments of the price 
increase were pointed out by Henderson 
M. Richey, general manager of Allied 
Theaters of Michigan, as follows: 

1. All five-cent matinees have been cut 
in the city. The minimum is now 10 
cents at all houses for children and 
adults alike. 


2. Prices have been raised to a sub- 
stantial figure in 80 per cent of the 
Detroit houses, giving the operator a 
chance for survival above increased op- 
erating costs. 


8. Two-for-one tickets and all give- 
aways, etc., are definitely banned. 

Enforcement of the price-raise plan is 
definitely available, Richey pointed out, 
thru an appeal to the exchanges. The 
cut-rate tickets are in violation of the 
code, and the five-cent minimum price 
is a violation of the NRA exchange con- 
tracts. 

Definite support thru the setup of the 
NRA Zoning and Grievance Board, which 
has just been organized in Detroit. will 
give a legal basis for the plan, Richey 
said. 


Majestic Signs 
Larry Darmour 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Larry Dar- 
mour, well-known independent producer, 
has signed with Majestic Pictures to 
handle production for that company. 
Harold Hopper joins him as studio 
manager. 

There are seven pictures on the 1933- 
*34 schedule still to be made, and there 
will be 12 features produced for 1934-’35. 
It is stated that the average cost per 
feature will not be less than $100,000. 

It is the intention to bring in more 
pJayers and directors, and the story ma- 
terial will be chosen with great care. 
The Universal studio will be the scene 
of operations and activity at this plant 
will start immediately. 


Johnston Answers Mayer’s Slam 


At Low Cost Independent Films 


NEW YORK, April 14.—In answer to 
Louis B. Mayer's talk before the MPTOA 
convention in Hollywood this week, W. 
Ray Johnston, president of Monogram, 
refutes the charges made by the Metro 
Studio head. 

Mayer in a talk before the delegates 
is credited with saying the independent 
producers should not be encouraged. He 
is quoted as stating that he would rather 
a 825,000 producer be put out of business 
than have him ruin the business. He 
further went on to say that double bills 
are injuring the industry and exhibitors 
should not encourage the smaller pro- 
ducer. 

In reply Johnston pointed out that 
years ago when Mayer was an exhibitor 
he was the first in the country to start 
the use of double bills. 

Johnston’s reply to the statement that 
the small producer should not be en- 
couraged was that there is a place in 
the picture field for the smaller picture 
maker, just as there is a place in the 
motor field for Fords and Chevrolets. 

Johnston went on to say 

“While it may be peuutkte that the 
major producers have been working hard 
and doing their best, yet their best ap- 
parently is not good enough, judging 
from the box-office receipts on a con- 
Siderable part of the product during 
the past year. 

“He further states that ‘everybody has 
two businesses—his own and motion pic- 
tures.’ We believe that the records of 
the recent government investigation 
show that during the last two years 


the average executive has concentrated 
entirely on ‘his own’ and not on ‘motion 
pictures,’ as is proved by the tremendous 
salaries, executive bonuses, etc., revealed 
in the recent government investigation 


and which are paid for by Mr. Exhibitor 
himself. 


“I am heartily in accord with the 
Statement issued by President Ed Kuy- 
kendall in his opening address: ‘Ours is 
not only the right but the solemn duty 
to regulate trade practices and we've 
got te start at the top. There is no 
such thing as ‘the king can do no 
wrong.’ The little fellow who may have 
only @2,500 invested has as much at 
Stake as the million-dollar first-run 
structure, whether independently oper- 
ated or producer controlled. 


“The same thing applies to the in- 
dependent producer and the independent 
distributor. There is a definite place 
in the sun for anyone who can create, 
and the independent producers have 
proved very definitely to the Satisfaction 
of the exhibitors of America that they 
can create product which has definite 
exploitation value and which helps them 
carry the burden forced upon them by 
the major producers whose product they 
are compelled to play, very often at a 
substantial loss and to make up the 
difference thru the profits made by play- 
ing independent pictures. 

“Mr. Mayer does not need to worry 
about the average independent producer 
being put out of business. They are all 
amply financed and doing very nicely.” 


Mid-States Co-Op 


Gaining Members 


DETROIT, April 14.—Mid-States The- 
aters, the Detroit buying co-operative 
Crganization which is expected to be the 
focal test of the power of exhibitors to 
organize joint buying in comp@ition 
with the purchasing power of the chain 
theater organizations, has recently been 
strengthened by the acquisition of 12 
new members, making a total of 66 
active members. Some memberships 
also exist for houses which are tem- 
porarily closed. 


New inembers of Mid-States Theaters 
are the Rex, Cameo, Casino, Gayety, 
Conant, Cinderella, Roosevelt, Iris and 
Littman’s People’s theaters in Detroit, 
and three suburban houses, the Ford 
Grand and Midway in Dearborn and 
the Hazel Park in Hazel Park. This 
gives Mid-States practically all im- 
portant houses in the Detroit ter- 
ritory aside from the various chains 
and circuits, which are mostly inde- 
pendently operated. 

Carl Burmele, assistant to Ray Moon, 
manager, is back in the Mid-States 
office temporarily after illness brought 
on by heart trouble, but is leaving at 
once for several weeks of rest before 
resuming office routine. 


“Heaven” Irks Clerics 


LINCOLN, April 14.— Wonder Bar 
drew a lot of critical fire here from the 
ministry. Said the treatment of heaven 
in the Going to Heaven on a Mule num- 
ber was as if it were a farce. The violet 
angel who did the tailoring, the Yiddish 
newspaper and the crooked dice which 
enabled Jolson to win all of Em- 
reror Jones’ medals were too far from 
the narrow groove.

He added: “It is remarkahle that 
movies are as good as they are with 
limitations imposed upon them in way 
of widespread censorship and other 
things. The producers are hindered 
from turning Out some very worth- 
while stuff and should come to a point 
where they will demand a new deal in 
censorship.” 

The professor feels movies will further 
reduce legit, but to betterment of both 
plays and movies.

8 yam a short time ago Mrs. Browne owned two small- 
town theaters in Florida. Unfortunately for her, one 
of the houses was making money while an affiliated theater 
in the same town was in the red. This was a terrible state 
of affairs. Something had to be done about it. The natural 
thing for the affiliated house to do was to buy up all the 
product, whether or not it could use it. This was done and 
Mrs. Browne was finally forced to close her house owing 
to the inability to get pictures. She says distributors would 
not even answer her letters. 


She soon suffered another misfortune. Her other house 
made money against an affiliated house’s losses and she 
soon found that the screws were again being applied. She 
now finds that she will have to close her remaining theater 
and convert the lobby into a penny arcade in order to make 
a living for her family. 


All this comes under the head of a great victory for 


‘certain major distributors. 


We can picture major representatives calling a special 
meeting at which time they all throw out their chests. The 
chairman proudly announces: ‘‘Well, gentlemen, we have 
won a hard fight. We have finally forced Mrs. Browne to 
close her houses and she stands to lose an investment of 
$70,000. Let this be a lesson to every independent exhibitor 
that dares make money in competition with an affiliated 
house.”’ 


There are thousands of Mrs. Browne’s in this business. 
They have suffered grossly and unfairly at the hands of 
certain unscrupulous distributors. If profits are to be 
gained over the prostrate forms of women and children, 
then it is time to purge this industry of certain elements 
that seem to have lost all sense of proportion. 


Mrs. Browne planned to enter suit. We discouraged 
her as we have discouraged many others recently. Our ad- 
vice has been to give the Grievance Boards an opportunity 
to clean house. If they fail, then our advice will be for 
every theater owner who has a just grievance to pool 
resources, hire one of the best attorneys in the land, pre- 
pare for a long, expensive battle and finally drag this 
damnable thing into the open where the American people 
can see what a rotten situation has arisen in their midst. 


A certain paragraph in a letter written by Mrs. 
Browne should be graven on the cornerstone of every 
major home office. It reads: ‘‘It may be a long fight and it 


may be a short one, but any fight that is right and honest 
will be won.’’ 


We defy any group of men to lick a spirit like that. 
And that is the spirit of the independent theater owners 


who are at last girding their loins and going forth to give 
battle. 


Censorship Board 


NEW ORLEANS, April 14.—As a result 
of the campaign against objectionable 
movies, suggestive billboards and im- 
moral literature launched several weeks 
ago by His Excellency Bishop Jeanmard 
at Lafayette, La., the local city council 
has adopted an ordinance setting up a 
board of censors to examine and pass 
on all amusements, billboard designs, 
books, magazines and other publications. 
The Very Reverend A. F. Canon Isen- 
berg, rector of St. John’s Cathedral of 
Lafayette, led the movement to purify 
the city. 


The Protestant churches co-operated, 
as did the Parent-Teachers’ Association, 
the Knights of Columbus, the Catholic 
Daughters, St. Vincent de Paul Society, 


the Cathedral Ladies’ organization and 
the sodalities. A petition was presented 
to the council and the following ordi- 


nances was adopted: “That it shall be 
unlawful for person, firm, association or 
corporation to give any entertainment 
Or moving picture which is immoral or 
Obscene, or to give any exhibition of 
film presentation contravening generally 
accepted ideas of decency or present 
scenes or plots which ridicule the ac- 
cepted standards of morality or justify 
their violation. That it shall be unlaw- 
ful to display on billboards Or in any 
other manner pictures, scenes or writ- 
ings showing the human form in any 
manner contrary to accepted standards 
of morality, or calculated to corrupt 
g0od morals. That it shall be unlawful 


for anyone to vermit children under 16 
to attend any presentations calculated 
te injure the child’s moral growth, but 
the board of censors may determine it 
Proper to be viewed by adults.”

“Viva Villa” 


(MGM RELEASE) 
Pretiewed at the Wilshire, Hollywood. 
Time—110 minutes. 


Everyone connected with the filming 
of this picture may step up and take 2 
bow. It’s one of the finest pictures to 
come out of Metro in 2 month of 
Svndays. It’s truly a film epic and you 
can shout from the housetops when you 
play this remarkable picture David 
Selznick has turned out the greatest 
picture of his career and into Viva Villa 
he has given everything that makes it

Thruout the unreeling one notices 
certain changes in story and general 
ideas which are no doubt concessions 
made to the Mexican Government.

Next in importance is Henry B. Wai- 
thall, as Madero, the quiet, saintlike 
revolutionary leader, for whom Villa 
campaigns and from whom he learns his 
first manners. Walthall presents Ma- 
dero, “the little fellow,” in a way that 
ranks with his finest screen achieve- 
ments. 

Stuart Erwin, who replaced Lee Tracy, 
plays a highly amusing American news- 
paper reporter who makes friends with 
Villa. 

Leo Carrillo scores heavily as Sierra, 
Villa’s lieutenant.

at paying high rentals, as this made it 
possible to experiment. 

Mayer waxed strong at one point when 
he advised exhibitors not to encourage 
production of low-cost pictures. This 
was taken to mean all independents. He 
said that they were ruining the business 
and made double bills possible. 


There is a feeling here that in spite of 
the fanfare, there is little going to be 
accomplished when the session closes 
There have been many sessions but 
nothing of real benefit to the exhibitor 
has been forthcoming. 


It was thought at the beginning that 
the producers, seeing the mob present, 
could be swung around to getting the 
exhibitor angle in production and ex- 
hibition, but Mayer’s talk put the 
damper on expecting any material ad- 
vantages from the producers. 


At the Wednesday meeting delegates 
demanded to know why the MPTOA has 
not done something to bring about a 
general reduction in municipal, State 
and federal taxation. In reply Jules 
Michael, Buffalo, N. Y., took the floor 
and declared that the first step in that 
direction should be the immediate dis- 
continuance of the present policy of 
making public the large salaries received 
by studio executives, actors, directors 
and writers. 


The convention went on record as be- 
ing opposed to paying a 5 per cent mu- 
sical score tax levied by the producers 
against exhibitors. It was pointed out 
that exhibitors are also paying a musical 
score tax to the Authors and Composers’

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HE Motion Picture Code 
Authority, thru its spokes- 
man, has evidenced a sincere 

interest in the allusions appearing 
in several articles in last week’s 
issue of The Billboard to vaude 
clauses in the code being openly 
violated. This is backed up by an 
expressed desire to rectify any of 
the alleged wrongs that have been 
given wide circulation. Such an 
attitude is hopeful so far as it 
concerns the performer and the 
agents, bookers and theater op- 
erators who are doing their level 
best to comply with the code. 
But it involves an obligation on 
the part of those who are being 
victimized by violators. 


[t has been made clear by the 
Authority’s spokesman that the 
body is not imbued with police 
powers; nor has it the resources 
to do any private sleuthing. It 
seems to this commentator that 
the performer is faced with the 
identical problem in regard to the 
code as with other agencies de- 
signed to protect his rights. The 
Authority cannot act unless it re- 
ceives complaints. The  per- 
former, being the victim, is the 
only one from whom complaints 
can be received. 


There is a slight difference be- 
‘tween a performer complaining, 
for example, to the License De- 
partment about a gyp booker or 
agent and a performer complain- 
ing to the Code Authority about 
code violations affecting him. A 
License Department complaint 
must be accompanied by a per- 
sonal appearance on the part of 
the victim; in special cases a per- 
sonal appearance can be waived 
but the name of the complainant 
is brought out into the open. A 
complaint against an alleged code 
violator does not have to involve 
the identification of the person 
making it. This is a welcome in- 
novation. It makes possible the 
spotting of the violators without 
the complainants endangering 
their standing with those upon 
whom they depend for dates. 


John C. Flinn, secretary of the 
Code Authority, wants the trade 
to know that complaints are wel- 
come. He wants anybody with a 
chip on his shoulder to come for- 
ward and lay his cards on the 
table. Flinn is trying to do the 
best job possible under the cir- 
cumstances. We agree that he 
cannot make progress unless 
those whom the code seeks to 
protect do their share by making 
known violations affecting them 


Performers are supposed to 
know that $7.50 a day is the mini- 
mum salary under the code. Any 
performer who works —or is 
forced to work—for less and

He forgets, further, 
that their occupancy of Hollywood 
niches is confirmed by the Ameri- 
can audience, as quick to reject as 
to approve both foreign and native 
talent. 


He forgets that rival studios, try 
as hard as they might, have dis- 
covered no American players quali 
fying as Arliss, Dressler, Garbo, 
Dietrich, Howard and Laughton 
peers.

What the amateurs have done FOR 
magic greatly toffsets what they have 
done TO magic. Many of the most pro- 
ficient men in the world are amateurs. 
A goodly portion of the effects sent to 
magical magazines for the benefit of all 
is contributed by amateurs. When a 
big-time professional plays a city you 
can be sure that a lot of amateurs paid 
to see him. It also happens that a 
large majority of magicians started as 
amateurs, but they forget this as they 
grow older. When an amateur is con- 
sidered they always seem to look at his 
bad points first. 

Now when professiorals contribute to 
publications they usually get a more 
prominent place (no matter how ter- 
rible the effect). I KNOW of pros who 
try to sue companies for exposing their 
effects then turn right around and ex- 
Pose themselves. I notice that books 
written by them get into public libraries 
so that anyone can sce how our effects 
are accomplished. I KNOW of men who 
will give a 1%4-hour show for $10, which 
is not enough. Consider the facts as I 
have presented them and see if you 
can’t appreciate an amateur a little 
more in the future.

board posters, press, heralds, etc. This 
applies to shows playing more than one- 


day stands. Ninety per cent of them 
fail to use local papers, their best me- 
diums for bringing the bees from the 
hives. Some are too cheap to use the 
R. F. D. routes, yet they wonder why 
they have a “rag tent” and no SRO sign. 

Dramatic tent shows have a greater 
field today than they had when the 10- 
20-30 houses were in their glory. The 
movies have ruined the fall and winter 
Seasons for road shows playing houses, 
but not for dramatic tent shows that 
will advertise what they are selling, 
shows with real casts, real plays and not 
hasty script. They should stop casting 
out about reader and lot being too high 
to play some spots. Real outfits never 
have to worry about new routes when 
they give people something for their 
money. 

Failure of dramatic tent-show owners 
to advertise the names of the plays on 
their advertising matter is proof that 
they are cheats and haven’t got real 
goods to sell patrons. There is plenty 
of room on panels, lithographs, heralds 
and on three and eight-sheet stands to 
name the plays they are presenting. 
Clean working crews can bé had by pay- 
ing living wages; dirty working crews 
keep some of the bees in the hives. The 
drones will come out, but not the work- 
ers 


It would be more profitable for own- 
ers to open on Saturday instead of Mon- 
day, as on Sunday they could let their 
tents be used for church services in the 
afternoon or any time on Sunday. A 
co-operative system of six or seven dra- 
matic tent-show owners to pool their 
outfits would work wonders. Each com- 
pany would have to know only one play, 
Players and musicians to make daily 
jumps, working crews and tents to move 
once a week. Only one advance agent 
and two billposters would be necessary 
for such a system. Total expense of 
lots, readers, wages, advertising, etc., 
would be divided among the six or seven 
owners. 


Still better, 14 owners could hook up 
and play towns three days for two 
weeks, seven towns to have Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday showings and the 
other seven towns to have Tuesday, 
Thursday and Saturday showings. This 
system would require only one advance 
agent and two billposters. On days 
shows are not in towns tents could be 
used for church services and other edu- 
cational features. 


Give your advance agent something 
to sell; don’t ask him to use paste. Tell 
the public what you have in honest ad- 
vertising and you will stay out of the 
red. Let 1934 start you on the road 
with square-shooting showmanship by 
closing the door to your past loose show- 
manship JAMES BROADBRIDGE.

I knew a Jim Goodrich, out of Bridge- 
port, Conn. For years he was on his 
own with a small wagon show, until his 
last year in business. Saw him last on 
the Hargreave Circus, perhaps in 1904. 
Within the next year or two he had 
taken a woman partner, who stocked 
and equipped the show beyond Good- 
rich’s former experience, but the ele- 
phant killed Jim in one of the Long 
Island towns in the early part of the 
season.

BLAKELEY—Thomas, 83, years ago 
clown and animal trainer with John 
Robinson and other circuses, died at his 
home city, Leipsic, O., April 6. Inter- 
ment was in Sugar Ridge Cemetery, 
Leipsic. 

BOYER—James F., 63, of Elkhart, Ind., 
former orchestra and band leader and 
at the time of his death director of 
music and public relations for the C. G. 
Conn, Ltd., band and orchestra instru- 
ment manufacturers, died in a hospital 
at Salt Lake City, Utah, following a 
stroke Of apoplexy. Born in Elkhart, he 
went to New York City in 1905 to open 
a music instrument house and soon had 
organized a band. For six years he di- 
rected the Amicitia Band, consisting of 
80 musicians who formerly had played 
under Sousa, Liberati and others. He 
organized and developed the Mecca 
Shrine Band of New York and previous 
to returning to Elkhart was director of 
the Liederkrans Symphony Orchestra.

Charles McCurran, veteran cir- 
cus man, died April 13 at a 
Berwyn (lIll.) hospital. He was 
84 and had been suffering from 
cancer for many months. A 
hemorrhage was the immediate 
cause of death. Funeral services 
were held Sunday evening, Apri! 
15, under the auspices of the 
Showmen’s League of America, 


and burial was at Thornhope, 
Ind. McCurran’s only surviving 
relative is his daughter, Mrs. 
Maie Mazzanti, with whom he 
had lived in Cicero, III. 


McCurran was born at what 
is now Madison and Rockwell 
streets, Chicago, January 22, 
1850. He lived at his birthplace 
for many years. Early in life 
he became interested in animals 
and at one time was superin- 
tendent of animals in Lincoln 
Park Zoo. Chicago. He also 
made a number of trips to Africa 
and the Orient to bring back wild 
animals for zoos and circuses. 
McCurran was at various times 
associated with the Forepaugh 
Show, Barnum & Bailey, Ring- 
ling Bros., Howe’s Great London 
and the several Mugivan-Bow- 
ers-Ballard circuses, as well as 
with several smaller shows. His 
last major show connection was 
with Miller Bros.’ 101 Ranch 
Wild West. During his long 
residence in Chicago he also was 
from time to time connected 
with many amusement enter- 
prises, including the old Koh! & 
Castle Museum. In the days 
when “hand organs” were in their 
heyday McCurran made a busi- 
ness of training monkeys to work 
with the organ grinders, and he 
established a profitable traffic in 
the simians. 

For the last four or five years 
McCurran did not troupe, but 
lived a retired life with his 
daughter in Cicero, with occa- 
sional trips to Chicago or to his 
farm in Indiana. Last year he 
was employed at Carter’s Magic 
Theater at A Century of Prog- 
ress until the theater closed. At 
the time of his death he was 
without doubt the dean of circus 
men and he was known and liked 
thruout the circus world.

NEW YORK, April 14.—A star of the 
steeds is going to try her hand at coaxing 
lions and tigers the way she persuades 
dashing horses to subject themselves to 
her will. She’s none other than Dorothy 
Herbert, ace horsewoman of the Ring- 
ling-Barnum Circus, current in Madison 
Square Garden. Official announcement 
of her transition from equines to jungle 
charges came in a statement this week 
by S. W. Gumpertz, general manager of 
the show, who plans to make the daring

That is a reproduction of 
the legendary girl in Quo Vadis during 
the Olympics. 

Miss Herbert is in three displays this 
year, heading the menage and the jumps 
and working Liberty Horses in Ring 1. 
Has been in the circus business seven 
years. “The three years I spent around 
small shows before joining the Ringling 
show are rather unimportant, tho I did 
do a lot of horsey stuff.” She comes 
from Louisville, Ky., where horsey stuff 
is practically the town itself.

Kelley in Washington 
On Cireus Code Matters 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—John Kelley, 
general counsel for Ringling Bros. and 
Barnum & Bailey Circus, was in Wash- 
ington last week in conference with 
Deputy Administrator William P. Farns- 
worth, touching the code for the circus 
industry, which is yet hanging fire, due 
to delay in ironing out a few wrinkles. 
Kelley was checking up, as it were, on 
different provisions which have been un- 
der discussion off and On between repre- 
Sentatives of NRA and of the industry 
since the days of the hearings. It is 
understood that different emergency fac- 
tors entering into operation of the cir- 
cus and to an extent not present as to 
any other industries, possibly, amse- 
ment or otherwise, were gone into by 
Kelley and Farnsworth. The former was 
looking thru rose-colored glasses as re- 
gards business conditions this year for 
the outdoor amusement industries and, 
naturally, particularly as to the circus 
industry. While not looking for miracles 
or anything of the sort, Kelley did say 
he felt there was reason for optimism 
as to business conditions this spring and 
summer, and that this might be ex- 
pected to be reflected in the business 
done by circuses. Littie check was put 
on hig enthusiasm, however, as regards 
the 1934 show of Ringling Bros. and Bar- 
num & Bailey. The reaction of the pub- 
lic to it, he thinks, will be increasingly 
and gratifyingly in evidence as the sea- 
son unrolls. Washington will get the 
show along in May. 


While at the capita] Kelley spent some 
time on the hill in efforts to get some 
Satisfaction touching the outlook for 
changes downward in the new tax bill 
as it will affect the circus and other 
amusement interests. A few weeks ago 
he appeared before the Senate commit- 
tee on finance and made an appeal for 
reduction in the tax, pointing out its 
effect on the circus industry. 


Word was for a time that his appeal 
had proved effective. Then as things 
happen on Capitol Hill, especially when 
the solons are looking for taxation 
sources, report got out there was no 
prospect of a change. With expenses 
heavy during the new fiscal year the 
committees and members of Congress, as 
everyone knows, when taxation measures 
are up are compelled sometimes to go 
farther in some directions as to levies 
than they would personally and col- 
lectively like to go. The revenue meas- 
ure is yet before the Senate committee 
on finance and is expected to be re- 
ported out before very long.

WASHINGTON, April 14—While the 
proposed code for the park, pool and 
beach industry has not yet gotten to 
the point of being submitted to General 
Johnson for his consideration, day to 
day work on it as opportunity makes 
possible is resulting m a gradual ap- 
proach to a composing of differences as 
to remaining disputed points.

It 
is administration of the industry under 
codification which brings out points of 
approval, disapproval or whatnot, and 
which points must be given considera- 
tion due them by industrial administra- 
tive bodies and NRA representatives. 


Kennel Club Taxed $165,000 
For Dog Races in A. C. Aud 


ATLANTIC CITY, April 14.--City com- 
mission this week announced a lease 
had been signed with the Atlantic Ken- 
nel Club for dog racing in the Auditori- 
um. B. Frank Young, city fisheries op- 
erator, signed as president of the club, 
and Maurice Cantor, former New York 
legislator, signed as secretary and treas- 
urer. 


According to terms, the kennel club 
will take possession of the Auditorium 
on June 28 and vacate on September 9 
at total rental of $165,000. Lease a 
carries a clause allowing the club to run 
races in the Auditorium until September 
30, if desired, at $2,000 a day. Two down 
payments are to be made, first, $25,000, 
on April 15, and $25,006 cn June 28. 


Additional clause allows postponement 
of second payment until July 15 if sat- 
isfactory evidence is shown that the 
club has spent $25,000 for alterations, 
decorations and equipment. Local help 
will be used.

$25,000 Loss in Equipment 


CANTON, O., April 14.—Fire of unde- 
termined origin razed an amusement 
park pavilion, a landmark in Mansfield 
theatrical life, with a loss in concession 
equipment estimated at $25,000, which 
was stored in the building, on April 3.

NEW CASTLE, Pa., April 14.—At a 
meeting of council, Louis B. Round, vice- 
president and general manager of the 
Pennsylvania Power Company, in behalf 
of the company, presented a letter to 
city officials in which he said ‘the com- 
pany herewith presents to the city a deed 
for Cascade Park, effective on March 31, 
last, for such time as it is used for 
healthful and recreation purposes.

The Pool 


Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

There are many events other than 
swim races and water polo games that 
pool men can stage in their tanks to 
draw crowds and entertain patrons. 
Too many operators of natatoriums mi 
aquatic programs too often, which is .s 
bad as not holding ther at ail. It's 
swell to have swimming races, but con- 
ducting them daily makes them mo- 
notonous and causes lack of interest. 


First of all your swim contests should 
be varied. Don’t stage men’s races con- 
tinually. On the other hand, keep up 
the interest by running different types 
of swims, such as a girls’ championship, 
then a boys’ tourney, then senior com- 
petition, etc. For a change one week 
you can even ‘feature novelty swim 
races, such as balloon, cracker, blindfold 
and similar freak contests. 


To my way of thinking no pool should 
ever run races more than three times a 
week. And even with those tihrice- 
weekly events special care should be 
given not to repeat too much. For to 
make events successful at a pool, or any 
amusement enterprise for that matter, 
continual interest of the patrons must 
be retained. 


Different events suitable for swim- 
ming pools can be held from time to 
time to spice your program. I do not 
refer to theatrical entertainment or 
celebrity appearances, for I take for 
granted that pool Owners who read this 
column continuously realize by this 
time that it’s to their advantage to fea- 
ture some talent a few times during the 
season. As a matter of fact, there are 
innumerable activities that can be 
staged in the pool establishment and 
not necessarily in the tank itself. For 
example, a contest on your handball 
courts and the like or a bridge tourna- 
ment for women on the porch. 

Numerous things can be done in 
the pool besides races. There are log- 
Tolling contests or exhibitions. Such 


feats are always very interesting to 
watch. Patrons of big city pools espe- 
cially are thrilled by these logrolling 
contests, for they’ve heard so much of 
the daring exploits of lumberjacks and 
they very rarely get the Opportunity to 
see them. Miami-Biltmore Pool, Miami, 
Fla., stages logrolling exhibitions every 
winter and reports them most popular. 


Then there’s tight-rope walking. I’m 
positive that if you string a tight rope

MADISON, Wis., April 14.—Prospects 
for better attendance at 1934 district 
and county fairs have been announced 
by Ralph E. Ammon, chief of fairs for 
the State Department of Agriculture.

According to Mr. Ammon, 12 county 
fairs had total paid attendance of 
233,000 in 1933, or more than half the 
paid attendance of the State’s 72 county 
fairs that year, while the 12 high fairs 
of 1932 had total attendance, paid and 
unpaid, of 247,000. Most fairs reported 
a better year in 1933 than in 1932. 


The 12 county fairs reporting paid 
attendance of 10,000 or more in 1933 
were Elkhorn, 38.635: Oshkosh, 35,627: 
Beaver Dam, 24,154: Madison, 21,301: 
Monroe, 20,052: Menomonie, 16,848; 
De Pere, 16,573; Wausau, 14,663; La 
Crosse, 13,025; Mondovi, 11,796; Marsh- 
field, 10,480, and Viroqua, 10,217.

ing of fair men being of certain 

value, officials who are able to be 
present at several such gatherings sure- 
ly profit thet much more. A number of 
State associations, notably that in Penn- 
sylvania, encourage attendance by fair 
men from neighboring States. And 
where adjacent States have only small 
organizations there can be no question 
as to advisability of combining for a 
larger gathering wherever possible. 

Such a move started in Georgia last 
winter. In Macon on April 26 there is 
likely to be born the Southeastern Asso- 
ciation of Agricultural Pairs, to take in 
South Carolina, Alabama and Georgia. 
South Carolina and Georgia now have 
State associations, but memberships nat- 
urally are not large. 

E. Ross Jordan, Macon, secretary of the 
Association of Georgia Fairs, tells about 
what it is hoped to accomplish: 

“The purpose of the proposed South- 
eastern Association is to bring together 
the fair officials of these States in an 
annual convention in some centrally sit- 
uated city within the territory embraced 
and thereby create a larger and more in- 
fluential convention. Benefits of such a 
meeting will be opportunity for a better 
program and for greater attendance of 
talent from the show world as well as 
larger patronage and interest from the 
fair associations of these States. First 
annual meeting of this organization, if 
effected, will be early in 1935.”

A broadside from Garland Daniel, man- 
ager of Greensboro (N. C.) Fair, oucht 
to give pause to many a fair concession 
manager as well as carnival boss: 

“Nothing except games of skill should 
be allowed on fairgrounds. If there are 
to be merchandise wheels they should 
be conducted absolutely legitimately, 
with no buybacks, no doubling up or 
pyramiding and with no sticks used. 
Certainly there should be no controlled 
devices, This sort of operation 
would be almost impossible So I 
should say, cut out wheels and have only 
fames of skill to amuse vour patrons. If 
carnivals continue to allow gamblers to 
dominate them, it will be only a very 
short time before they will have to dis- 
band. . . I should also say that the 
fairs will have to do likewise.”

THAT new Kentucky law, aimed at 
alleged “shakedowners” and giving the 
commissioner of agriculture sole police 
powers at the State Fair in Louisville, 
isn't a bad model for some other com- 
munities.

In post-war years the modern revue 
came into its own at fairs. It most 
regions they have proved popular with 
patrons. In recent years the tendency 
has been for booking and production 
offices, pulsing national demands, to 
put together musical units especially 
adapted to outdoor stages and more 
elaborate and finished in scope. The 
Billboard has campleted a survey of the 
types of programs fairs will play in 
front of their grand stands this year. 
Scores of fairs have already been cov- 
ered on this point in running news 
stories, but the present survey is an 
attempt to embrace the field more 
solidly. This is being done in a series 
of articles, by States, of which the 
fifth appears below. Canada is taken 
up this week. The States covered so 
far have been Connecticut, Georgia, Illi- 
nois, Indiana, lowa, Kansas, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Misscuri, Montana, New Jersey, New 
York, North Carolina, North Dakota, 
Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Texas, Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin, a total of 25. 

CANADA 
(Alberta) 

Calgary Exhibition and Stampede, Cal- 
gary—E. L. Richardson, general manager, 
states that revues have been appearing 
here for several years, with four to six 
straight acts engaged in addition. Pro- 
gram being provided this year by 
Barnes-Carruthers, with show titled 
Show of a Century. 

Lethbridge—A full stampede program 
has been offered here the last two years, 
with finals at evening show. Stampede 
will be “slightly curtailed” this year, 
Says Manager A. E. Russell, and time of 
vaudeville acts increased. Mr. Russell 
observes that a good trained animal act, 
a good acrobatic act, a good clown act— 
in fact, anything with real action—“will 
go with a Western crowd.” For that 
reason revues and fireworks are not 
considered the best type of program 
here. Indian tribes also in favor in this 
area, with ceremonies in full dress in 
the evening and Indian races during the 
afternoon. 

Edmonton—Revues have been success- 
ful enough here during the last few 
years “to warrant repetition,” declares 
Managing Director P. W. Abbott. A re- 
vue has been booked for this year's ex- 
hibition, with outside acts worked into 
the musical part for a solidified produc- 
tion. “Horse races will largely take care 
of afternoon program requirements, but 
revue necessary for night shows.” 

ONTARIO 

Central Canada Exhibition, Ottawa— 
Schooley’s Revue has been booked for 
1934, as it has been for the last five 
years “with splendid success.” Vaude- 
ville acts are also engaged to supple- 
ment the revue in the evening. with the 
acts and horse races programed in the 
afternoon. “Quite a few years ago,” 
states Manager-Secretary H. H. McElroy, 
“the night program used to consist of 
vaudeville acts and a large spectacle of 
fireworks. Of recent years, however, 
the fireworks have been cut down and 
the revue and vaudeville numbers in- 
creased. For the last four cr five years

It is just a matter of little over four 
weeks until the 1934 racing season will 
be inaugurated. Opening festivities will 
again be conducted hy the Ohio Short 
Ship Circuit in Urbana, scene of the 
opening circuit meeting for some years 
and, incidentally, a most popular point 
with campaigning horsemen. 


The outlook for the Ohio circuit is 
the best in some time. Urbana, Colum- 
bus, Berea, Cleveland, Toledo and 
Painesville present a strong front, one 
which will see something like $100,000 
in purses hung up, a figure sure to lure 
leading stables of the country. 

The Ohio chain, which has been the 
first to take up and sponsor innovations 
in the racing line, having already sent 
on its way dash and handicap racing, 
claiming and overnight events, money- 
earning classification, barrier system of 
starting and many others, is again to 
fester something new at its early meet- 
ings. This year, instead of racing under 
the old time-worn three-heat system, an 
outgrowth of the old five-heat system in 
ferce since the sport was first inaugu- 
rated, it is going to have each heat a 
distinct race and they are all to be on 
the dash plan 


New System Gives Pep 


Columbus, new member in the circuit, 
and which will give the second meeting, 
has worked out a plan that is appealing 
to all. Instead of giving three races 
each afternoon, with three heats to each 
race, they are to give four races of two 
distinct dashes each or, in other words, 
an afternoon of racing there will consist 
of eight separate races. The two divi- 
sions will be raced at different distances, 
the first at a mile and one-sixteenth 
and the second either at three-quarters 
or one mile. 

This system should do much to speed 
and pep up an afternoon’s racing and 
work into the various events more un- 
certainty among the winners than the 
old system did, all of which will prove 
interesting to the public. The new Co- 
Ivmbus association is one of the most 
energetic that has ever gotten behind 
a race meeting. It mumbers some 25 
leading horsemen from that city and 
surrounding territory and its executive 
committee is in charge of O. C. Belt, 
well-known breeder and owner, who sev- 
eral years ago raced that grand stallion, 
High Noon, 2:02%,. Racing in Columbus 
will be over the model State Fairgrounds 
course, one of the most complete half- 
mile racing plants in the country. 

This system, with slight change, will 
also be used at Urbana and the big Berea 
meeting, the latter following Cclumbus 
and on June 9-23. In Urbana there will 
be three distinct dashes to each race, at 
distances of a mile and one-sixteenth, 
ene mile and the third at a half mile. 
In Berea they will be practically the 
same, but with the third dash race, run 
at three-quarters. 


New York Stake Events 


It is our opinion that the public will 
Welcome these shorter dash races with 
wide enthusiasm. They are among the 
most popular on the running turf and 
should be in the trotting sport. It will 
inject an element of uncertainty into 
their running, and will give to the sec- 
ond flight horse more of an opportunity 
to share in the money than he has be- 
fore and, last and most important to the 
sport, it will very materiaily assist bet- 
ting. 

Western New York Fair Circuit, for a 
long term of years one cf the sport’s 
leaders, has just come out with an an- 
nouncement by three of its leading 
members, all of whom are tO sponsor 2n 
attractive list of stake events this sea- 
son. Those giving stakes are Batavia, 
Hamburg and Dunkirk, with possibility 
that one or more of the five other cir- 
cvit members will also give them. Cuir- 
cuit Secretary A. D. ‘Toomey, well known 
and popular young horseman-secretary 
of Fredonia, as announced a list of 
seven stakes at each meeting, as fol- 
lows: 25 trot, 18 trot, 25 pace, 17 pace, 
3-year-old trot, 3-year-old pace and 2- 
year-old trot, all for purses of $500 and 
$600.

CHICAGO, April 14.—Announcement 
of plans for opening of the second year 
of A Century of Progress on May 26 
' {Indicates that the ceremony will be ex- 
tremely colorful. Major Lenox R. Lohr, 
general manager of the fair, states that 
more than 10,000 marchers will be in 
the procession which will mark the first 
formal ceremony. Marching units in 
gay uniforms, dozens of bands, army, 
navy and marine corps and representa- 
tives of State and federal government 
will move down Michigan avenue at 
1 pm., to disband at the fairgrounds. 

While the fair will open its gates to 
the public at 9 a.m. on May 26, formal 
ceremonies will be staged at 9:15 p.m. 
in order that sound pictures of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the act of pressing a 
button that will light the fairgrounds 
may be shown. 


The picture will, of course, be made 
prior to May 26, and at the moment 
that the President actually is pressing 
the button that will start the lighting 
system in operation, the sound picture 
will be shown on three screens on the 
fairgrounds. At this time short ad- 
dresses will be made by President Rufus 
C. Dawes of the fair, Major Lohr, Mayor 
Kelly and Governor Horner. At the same 
time Mrs. Roosevelt will push a button 
_ that will start operation of a huge elec- 
trical fountain in the north lagoon. 


According to figures being given out 
by the Keep Chicago Ahead Civic Com- 
mittee, this year’s A Century of Prog- 
ress will be responsible for a pay rollof at 
least $60,000,000 during the five months 
it will be in operation. The total num- 
ber of employees that may be credited 
to the fair and its activities, according 
to the committee, will be approximately 
25,000 persons in the fair proper and 
100,000 in hotels, amusement establish- 
ments, laundries, public utilities and 
other places, at an average wage of 
about $22.50 per week. 


The space occupied last season by the 
A. & P. Carnival, admittedly one of the 
choicest spots in the entire fairgrounds, 
has been taken over by Dufour and 
Rogers, who last year had the Life Show 
and two other attractions. As this is 
written it had not been definitely de- 
cided just what will occupy the space, 
but it was hinted Dufour and Rogers 
have something special which they will 
announce shortly. 


Ground was broken on April 12 for the 
Italian Village, which will be situated 
on Leif Ericson drive, just south of 24th 
Street. The village entrance will have a 
reproduction of the historic gate of the 
walled town of Signa, with the entrance 
way and streets modeled after those of 
famous Italian cities.

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Abe Raynor, who last season managed 
Old Mexico, is managing director of a 
company which on April 12 signed con- 
tracts for construction of a_ typical 
Mexican cafe and amusement center on 
the south end of the Beach’ Midway.

Newsreel pictures of Midget City were 
taken early this week and will be shown 
thruout the country. The pictures 
showed the midgets at work remaking 
the city, painting, building, etc. 


Officials of the fair state practically 
all concession space is already sold. 


The comfort stations at the fair this 
year will be free, but the fair will ob- 
tain some revenue from them. Walls, 
ceiling and other space is to be sold to 
advertisers. 


Swift & Company are remodeling the 
entire 23d street bridge for their exhibit 
and are building a band stand in the 
lagoon on the north side of the bridge. 
There a famous orchestra will play. Ne- 
gotiations for Paul Whiteman have been 
in progress for some time, but up to 
the present there is a difference of 
$2,000 a week between Swift and the 
maestro, the latter asking $7,000 a week 
and being offered $5,000. Also on the 
lagoon are the Armour building, on the 
south side of the 16th street bridge;

Hartmann: I have discussed with Safety Director Hoehler your letters to me and 


Colonel Copelan with regard to carnivals. 
There was no intention to cast a slur 
upon the character of show people, many 
of whom are very fine citizens. The 
difficulty is to discriminate between the 
entertainers themselves and the “camp” 
followers who are found in the trail of a 
carnival and who often behave less 
creditably. 


“Of course, the mayor has no authority 
over the police department, but I am 
sure that Mr. Hoehler would be glad to 
talk the matter over with you at any 
time.” 


To the mayor's letter Mr. Hartmann 
replied: 

“Dear Mr. Mayor: I am grateful to you 
for your communication of April 10 in 
which you say you have discussed with 
Safety Director Hoehler my letters to 
you and to Colonel Copelan regarding 
carnivals. 


“It is good to have you say that there 
was no intention to cast reflections upon 
the character of show people, altho I still 
cannot see how anybody could interpret 
the chief's comment, as he was quoted 
in the daily press, that way. 


“What I am anxious to know now is 
if the chief feels the same as you in 
this respect. If he does, then it strikes 
me as rather strange that he has not 
given me the courtesy of an answer to 
that effect. 


“Any way, I repeat that I appreciate 
your reply, the same as I did the an- 
swer I received on this matter from City 
Manager Dykstra. 

“At your suggestion I shall be glad to 
talk the matter over with Mr. Hoehler 
at the earliest opportunity.” 

Among other complimentary letters re- 
ceived by The Billboard for the stand it 
has taken in the matter the following 
was written by Hugh T. Chastain Jr. 
from Fort Clark, Tex.: 

“Dear Mr. Hartmann: I for one want 
to congratulate you and express my ap- 
preciation for the fine letter which you 
wrote the Chief of Police, Cincinnati, in 
behalf of the carnival and the Sheesley 
Shows in particular. 

“There is no comeback for your letter 
and I have sent it to my father, who is 
mayor of Alvarado, °Tex., requesting that 
he pass it along to city officials of other 
cities. 

“So far, it can be said with pride, that 
The Billboard has never failed any 
branch of the show business.”

Ballyhoo Bros.’ 
Circulating Exposition— 
A Century of Profit Show

Stall, Ga., April 7. 
Season ended. 


Dear Bill—This finds the Ballyhoo 
Bros.’ Show in spring quarters. Will lay 
off for a week or two and then open 
bigger than ever. Crew of 350 men busy 
burning off paint, repainting, building 
and tacking tin over the holes in the 
wagons. Management bought 500 cold 
drink tin signs for that purpose. 


The boss placed an order for all new 
canvas. Show will use over 200 square 
miles of cloth. To prevent the show- 
men from using the old tents a crew of 
men are busy cutting them up and mak- 
ing bedding for the show's employees. 


Approximately $15,000 will be spent 
for gold leaf for our fronts. Instead of 
letting the show artist paint the pictures 
on the fronts management decided to 
buy rare, valuable paintings, master- 
pieces from the world’s greatest art 
museums. Almost $3,000,000 has been 
laid aside for this alone. All the wooden 
wheels will be taken off the wagons and 
replaced with solid rubber. 

The show’s lighting effects will be the 
greatest in carnival history. Each show 
front and ride will have from 500 to 
2,000 500-watt colored globes. Even the 
ground will be lit up. Laid out like 
flower beds, with paths to walk thru. 
Red and green stop and go lights on the 
midway to avoid congestion. 

Show will carry 20 transformer wagons. 
Each wagon will carry 10 75-kilowatt 
transformers. Fifty electricians busy in 
quarters now. One hundred carpenters,

It has 
raised a storm of protest from American 
Legion Posts, firemen and others who 
hold these annual carnivals to raise 
funds for various purposes. 


Reports are that a big protesting peti- 
tion is on the way to members of the 
Legislature. If such a bill should pass 
it would be the death knell of carnivals 
in New Jersey.

A New Form of Entertainment 


With the Donkey in the Spotlight 


MACON, Ga., April 14.—A club here 
has just concluded a series of donkey- 
baseball games that not only proved very 
entertaining, but a money maker as well. 
Raymond B. Hill was the promoter. 

Hill had 14 donkeys and two assistants 
The admission charged was 35 and 15 
cents and the games were played at 
night in the Luther Williams Ball Park. 
Local business men did the playing. 

The club that sponsored the games 
organized a team—which was changed 
almost nightly, and each night they 
played a team from a different local civic 
club, 

In the game all players were mounted 
on donkeys except pitcher, catcher and 
batter. When the batter hit a ball he 
had to mount a donkey and ride to first 
base. They didn’t count strikes. A fel- 
low batted until he hit one. 

All balls passed thru the pitcher's 
hand. No matter who retrieved the ball 
he had to throw it to the pitcher, who in 
tvrrn threw it to the baseman. 

A small ciamond was used and the 
pitcher’s end catcher’s boxes were 


marked, neither being permitted to step 
outside his box. If the ball rolled near 
the line and he couldn’t reach it, one of 
the donkey riders had to get it. 


The players were furnished with 
coveralls and a loudspeaker system was 
used. The various business men were 
named along with their business con- 
nection and the various plays described. 


The donkey baseball idea should ap- 
peal to showmen because it is a “big 
show” with practically no expense and 
no heavy licenses to pay. The audiences 
here laughed, screamed and yelled like 
you never heard before. Business started 
off with nothing the first night, but 
built up every succeeding night with the 
last night the biggest of all. 


The big laughs came when the staid 
business men of the town tried to mount 
the donkeys to make a run. Many of 
them were thrown, but not a single one 
was seriously hurt. On the last night 
one man broke a bone in his ankle slid- 
ing to first when he should have been 
riding a donkey. 


Marine Exhibit 
To Tour States 


LONG BEACH. Calif., April 14.—The 
transcontinental exhibition tour to be 
conducted by the Pacific Marine Re- 
search Company will depart from Long 
Beach April 20, traveling north thru 
California, Oregon and Washington, then 
eastwerd thru Idaho and the Northwest. 
This exhibition will consist of 1,000 ma- 
rine specimens, perfectly preserved by 
the new Griffin process. 


The exhibits will be glass inclosed, 
the specimens being presented lifelike in 
in the flesh, with their size and colora- 
tions intact. The exhibit will represent 
an exact replica of Captain Griffin's ex- 
ploration ship Enterprise when com- 
pletely assembled and will be 100 feet 
in length. 


A complete reservoir and pumping sys- 
tem has been installed, which will empty 
the exhibit tanks when in transit and 
refill them during exhibition hours. 


The tour will be in complete charge 
of Arthur Hoffman as general manager. 
Mr. Hoffman was for 12 years connected 
with the Hagenbeck-Wallace Circus and 
for many years was with the Ringling 
Brothers. Capt. David Jonathan Barnett 
will lecture before the assemblies of the 
public and high schcols in the cities 
visited, as well as at the exhibition 
proper. Tex McCarthay, former public- 
ity director for Jack Dempsey, will have 
charge of the advance and publicity. 


A few of the features to be exhibited 
are a 3,300-pound mola mola or sun fish, 
Several species of man-eating sharks, a 
complete family of octopus and a sea 
turtle weighing 1,000 pounds. Hundreds 
of beautifully colored Hawaiian speci- 
mens will also be exhibited. The exhibit 
will be transported on a completely new 
specially constructed series of trucks and 
trailers. Captain Griffin will not accom- 
pany the exhibition, as he leaves shortly 
on another expedition to the South Seas 
to secure additional specimens. 


Jersey Will Halt 


“Georgia” Autos 


TRENTON, N. J., April 14.—Cars with 
Georgia license plates will be halted in 
New Jersey for proof of Georgia resi- 
dence or be fined $100. This is in line 
with a recent statement by Harold G.

“urplus less $6,549.75 cash on hand De- 
‘ember 31, 1932, has been used for the 


construction of needed buildings, sewers, 
roads, equipment, etc. 

Last year Montana had six fairs be- 
Sides the North Montana Fair. The total 
attendance for North Montana Fair was 
172,112, while the other fairs, all com- 
paratively small, played to an estimated 
attendance of 25,000. Manager DePue 
says that because of the optimism Over 
the State there will no doubt be four 
or five fairs that have been out of the 
running coming back to life this year.

Energy and Tenacity 


The Push-Up Ticket 
N LAST issue (the annual Spring Spe- 
cial edition of The Billboard) was a 
special article by James (Jim) Kelley, 
known thruout Pitchdom. Its heading 
“Forty Years in Pitchdom”—on page 45. 
Speaking of Kelley recalls that in The 
World Magazine, New York, of June 11, 
1922, appeared a full-page feature story. 
with sketchings in colors, on “Kelley the 
Novelty King” (altho it referred to him 
as “John” Kelley), his start in pitching 
and his later accomplishments. The ac- 
counting of his pushing upward from a 
most humble beginning provided a re- 
markable lesson, as to energy and 
tenacity. Space will not permit a com- 
plete reprint, but two of the paragraphs 
were as follows: 

“When he was a little boy he worked 
as a glassblower in a factory at Pitts- 
burgh, toiling more than 12 hours a day. 
Overwork and want were the only things 
in life he knew much about. He had 
watched the men in the factory, two and 
three times older than himself, suffering 
physical pain from long hours and years 
of monotonous work, and the hopeless- 
ness of that kind of toil day by day and 
year after year, as exemplified by the 
types around him, and. it made him de- 
cide to run away before it was too late. 
When he got to the depot he climbed 
into an empty boxcar and was carried to 
Chicago, where he arrived minus sleep 
and plus cinders. 


“The World’s Fair was being held in 
Chicago that year (1893) and the little 
glassblower wandered about aimlessly, 
wondering where he could get a job 
Desperation must have come to him that 
first morning in a strange city, with but 
25 cents between him and the cold 
world. As he stood on a newly con- 
structed wooden sidewalk near a tent 
in the fairgrounds he was attracted by 
a man selling gyroscope tops. The little 
fugitive watched the top man selling his 
wares and then young Kelley began to 
walk up and down, sadly fingering the 
last 25-cent piece in his pocket. His 
sweating hand clutched the coin while 
his active brain was forming plans. 
Finally the boy retraced his steps and 
bought three little red tops with his 
quarter. He then stationed himself on 
the next corner and became a competitor 
to the man under the tent. In less than 
15 minutes young Kelley had disposed of 
the three tops and was 50 cents to thc 
good. With this capital he started out 
again and made another investment 
from the man under the tent. Within 
a week’s time after his arrival in Chi- 
cago, Kelley, the former glassblower 
and the future ‘Specialty King,’ could 
have written a true and convincing 
story of ‘How I raised my earnings from 
$3.50 to $200 a week in a business that 
anyone can start on nothing.’ During 
the World’s Fair at Chicago young Kelley 
made $5,000 selling different kinds of 
novelties. And with this money he came 
to New York to start his own specialty 
business. Sometimes he made long = 
cursions into the country, weg Bi 
novelties himself, other times jobbing 
and wholesaling, and in his spare time 
perfecting and patenting his own spe-

smaller shows. He illustrated his point 
by suggesting the case of fill-in clowns. 
These clowns are recruited, as occasion 
calls for, from the personnel of the cir- 
cus and carnival aggregations, he said, 
and are made to do an important job 
when so called upon. Patrons, particu- 
larly children, like to see a number of 
clowns, different faces, as this all adds 
to the spir/t of the occasion. However, 
according to Newton, the smaller shows 
particularly could not utilize this type 
of fill-in if they were called upon to 
pay the minimum, which, under the 
code, is $18. 


Should this figure continue, the work 
being given fill-in clowns would fall off 
and @ consequent loss of employment 
would result. The matter has been 
brought to his attention by a number 
of those who function as fill-ins when 
called upon and who are most desirous 
of being retained on the personnel rolls, 
Newton said. His suggestion to Deputy 
Farnsworth was thet the minimum for 
this classification be fixed at $13, with a 
credit of $5 for board and lodging, leav- 
ing a net to the performers of 38. 

Another matter taken up with Farns- 
worth was in connection with the ques- 
tion of contracts of showmen with per- 
formers, and under which the latter now 
are acting, when the code goes into 
effect. Based upon information given 
him by a local NRA board in the South- 
west, Newton has written inquirers to 
the effect that such existing contracts 
would run until they expired regardless 
of the effective date of the code. He is 
now advised by the legal division of 
NRA, serving as an adviser to Deputy 
Farnsworth, that this was not the -cor- 
rect information. He was advised that 
all contracts with labor, performers, etc., 
now in existence come to an end when 
the code goes into effect and that con- 
tracts from that time on will have to 
be made ‘n full harmony with pro- 
visions of the code covering labor, etc 
Due to the fact he passed along, in 
g00d faith, the information furnished 
him as to this important point, Newton 
is anxious the true situatéon be given 
to the industry thru The Billboard.

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Legal Authority Declares 


In Favor of Marble Games 


Decision by Alabama attorney-general expected to 
have very favorable reaction in that State—also defines 
wagers and betting and rules for prizes 


MOBILE, Ale., April 14.—Attorney-General Thomas E. Knight Jr. of Alabama 
recently rendered an opinion that “baffle ball or marble tables” are not gambling 
devices and that prizes may be legally offered for certain high scores on such 


games. 


The decision came in response to a request from Joe Collins, sheriff of 


Houston County, and is expected to have an important bearing on objections raiséd 


to the well-known pin games in other cities of the State. 


In the opinion the 


attorney-general stated that “such a machine is not per se a gambling device. 


While there is some element of chance 
as there is in all games, it is my opinion 
that in practically all instances the more 
skillful player will win.” 


In reply to the question of giving a 
prize, his opinion stated that “a prize, 
purse or premium offered to the success- 
ful player in a game or competitor in a 
contest by persons other than such play- 
ers or competitors is not a bet or wager. 
The fact that each player is required to 
pay an entrance fee does not make the 
transaction a bet or gambling transac- 
tion. But when the stake is contributed 
by the participant alone, and the suc- 
cessful contestant is to have the fund 
thus created, this does not constitute a 
bet or wager.”

Helping the Operator 


For years operators have needed some central agency or 
headquarters where, in cases of emergency, they could go for 
expert legal advice and data for meeting adverse legislation and 
legal interference. This is especially true of the skill games 
division of the trade. 


It has been anticipated that a national organization of op- 
erators should and would provide just such help for operators 
in any section of the country. But there are difficulties in the 
way of an organization of operators meeting this need at the 
present time. 


Recently manufacturers have been called upon by op- 
erators for help in time of trouble and the form of that help 
has been a big question. It seems that the skill game manu- 
facturers have agreed to the principle of collecting and paying 
something like 25 cents on machines sold into a territory when 
a reliable organization of operators is functioning to assure 
proper handling of the money. This should be an encourage- 
ment to the formation of bona fide operators’ organizations in 
the various operating centers. 


But the principle has been advanced that local problems 
should be kept local as far as possible. 


The principal help that local organizations need is some 
central agency or headquarters where full information and ex- 
pert advice can be had in the nick of time when a local emer- 
gency arises. Up to the present there has been no such head- 
quarters. Such help would mean more than money to the 
operators. 


Full information, legal data, court decisions, outlines of 
procedure and most successful plans of defense, model bills, 
etc., should be immediately available to any organization any- 
where in the country, and their attorneys. There has been 
enough legal experience gained now by the trade that it should 
be possible to collect a very effective mass of information and 
details. 


Whether the national headquarters of the two operators’ 
organizations collect this information or whether the manu- 
facturers handle it thru their own national organization makes 
little difference, just so the information is made available at 
the earliest possible moment. In any case, the manufacturers 
should particularly help to see that every possibie detail of 
legal information is made available to the trade as soon as 
possible. 


The first help of this nature made generally available is 
the brief on pin games submitted by the Skill Games Board 
of Trade, Inc., in New York City. But this is only a step in 
the right direction. Complete copies of court decisions, of 
court procedure, etc., should be made available. Model bills 
for meeting adverse legislative threats should be made avail- 
able; and a program for promoting more favorable publicity 
and public sentiment should be formed. 


This is the kind of help the local operators need.

Lemke, head of the Lemke Spe- 
cialty Company, told Judge Brennan 
that he leases machines to drug stores, 
beer gardens, confectioneries and similar 
establishments. 

“My income from the leases is about 
$10,000 a year,” he is reported to have 
said. “The police actions have seriously 
cut into this.” 


Patents April 10 


CHICAGO, April 14—Two patents of 
direct interest to the co!n machine trade 
are listed in the U. S. Patent Office bul- 
letin dated April 10: 

No. 1,954,700, a game apparatus, issued 
to George R. Hannan and Irving P. Si- 
monsen, assignors to Alexander Strachan, 
Los Angeles; 11 claims on a machine 
with spinning dial controlled by moving 
of coin slide in, then respinning dial as 
coin slide is moved in opposite direction. 

D-91,952 is a design patent covering 
@ cabinet for a game of skill, issued to 
Floyd R. Marsh, Portland, Ore. The de- 
sign illustrated appears to be that of a 
standard “baby vender” type of machine 
with side lever. The skill arrangement 
is not indicated in the illustration, un- 
less it be that there are three push but- 
tons on the front of the design for 
manipulating the reels in some way. 

While not indicated for coin operation 
there are at least two beverage cooling 
and dispensing devices shown in the 
patent bulletin of April 10 that might 
be suggestive to firms or persons inter- 
ested in coin control¥ed beverage dis- 
pensing machines.

Dollar Value Explained 


NEW YORK, April 14.—Now it has all 
been settled and coinmen will know 
how much their 59-cent dollars are 
actually worth. The national industrial 
conference board has reported that liv- 
ing costs rose 1 per cent in February, 
but that they are still 21.6 per cent 
below February of 1929. That means 
that operators who collect a dollar from 
their machines have something that is 
Worth 20 to 25 cents more than the 
dollars they collected in 1929. But when 
those English and Prench operators buy 
dcllars and send them over here for 
Machines, they get the dollars for about 
60 cents. There must be something 
Phony about all money.

CHICAGO, April 14.—Hundreds of let- 
ters from prominent operators all over 
the United States are reported by O. D. 
Jennings & Company in response to a 
questionnaire on licensing mailed out 
With a booklet, ‘“‘The Book of Facts About 
Licensing Coin Machines.”

“The Peanut Vender” 


His start was rough and tumble. He 
experienced the thrill of youthful lead- 
ership until the lure of a uniform 
attracted him. So he enlisted in the 
navy.

Patent Meeting 
Coming in May 


WASHINGTON, Apri] 14. — The in- 
creased registration of coin machine in- 
ventions by foreign inventors in this 
country will lend increased interest in 
the conference for the protection of in- 
dustrial property which meets in Lon- 
don in May. The United States will be 
represented by three delezates, who will 
propose an amendment to the existing 
treaty for the protection of patents, 
trade-marks and copyrights. The con- 
ference will also hear proposals made by 
delegations from other countries on in- 
ternational patent questions. 

The delegation from the United States 
will be Conway P. Coe, commissioner of 
patents; John A. Dienner, of Chicago, 
and Thomas Ewing, a New York attor- 
ney. Mr. Ewing was head of the patent 
Office from 1913 to 1917. Mr. Dienner 
is a member of the committee on pat- 
ent matters appointed last July to 
recommend changes in the laws and 
Procedure governing the patent office. 
Delegates from 39 nations will be pres- 
ent at the conference. 


Retail Locations Gain 


NEW YORK, April 14—The retail 
stores of the country, forming the bulk 
of locations for all types of coin ma- 
chines, show unusual increases in busle 
ness during the last few weeks, accord- 
ing to Dun & Bradstreet’s report. The 
usual tapering off of business that fol- 
lows Easter did not happen this year, the 
report says. Many merchants think that 
the peak level in spring trade will not be 
reached until well into May. 

Sales for the psst week showed 20 to 
40 per cent gains over those of last year. 
Coinmen are wondering if when the mer- 
chants begin to have big trade again 
they will be less receptive to coin ma- 
chines. The increase in retail trade ap- 
parently is due to a happier spirit among 
the people, and amusement machine op- 
erators all over the country repcrt they 
feel increasing optimism also. The scare 
among operatcrs, due to legal interfer- 
ence, seems to have definitely abated in 
many centers.

NEW YORK, April 14.—Operators here 
who have for some time been disregard- 
ing the smaller merchandising machines 
are now adding them to their routes, 
according to reports from a number of 
sources. Recent conditions are said to 
have given the operators time to reflect 
on the possibilities for getting more 
revenue from their routes by the use of 
staple machines. The manufacturers of 
the small merchandisers have also made 
use of the opportunity by calling the 
attention of operators to the stability in 
earnings on the smaller machines. 

One operator in Brooklyn has placed 
35 of the five-cent peanut machines in 
beer-parlor locations. He states that the 
income from these small machines has 
actually astonished him, and the steady 
pace with which their intake continues 
has led him to consider further installa- 
tions. A well-known operator in New 
York bought some used stick-gum ven- 
ders and is using a popular brand of 
gum in them. He is confident of their 
steady earning powers and says the 
operation -is much simpler than man- 
aging an amusement-machine route. 

In New Jersey, with Essex County as 
the central point, a new organization 
has been formed for the exclusive oper- 
ating rights to a new merchandising 
machine. A route of more than 600 
penny gum machines will be placed in 
Essex, Bergen and Passaic counties. Job- 
bers in the New York area are reporting 
some excellent sales on merchandising 
machines. One reported a sale of 65 
handkerchief venders last week to a big 
pin-game operator.

The sale of items of this class thru 
vending machines has been very neg- 
ligible in the Detroit area, but the 
ordinance was drafted with the apparent 
idea Of stopping any possibility of en- 
largement of ‘the field. Washroom lo- 
cations were particularly the objective, 
it is understood.

NEW YORK, April 14.—D. Robbins &

tracted for 1,000,000 sticks of gum with 
one of the leading gum companies in the 
East.

Old_ license revived to 
cause trouble for merchan- 
dise-machine operators

LOS ANGELES, April 14.—The Los 
Angeles city council is attempting to 
enforce an Old license law pertaining to 
vending machines which has been on the 
books since 1926 and has never been en- 
forced. The membership of the Western 
Vending Machine; Operators’ Association 
is trying to acquaint the city fathers 
with the facts of the vending-machine 
business, but hav@ had little success. 

Asked concerning the matter, J. Ed- 
ward Rees, president of the group, 
stated, “We have,had a number of in- 
terviews with t head of the license 
bureau at the City Hall and also asked 
the city council to hear our side of the 
question, but havé not got very far. The 
authorities seem to think that a peanut 
machine is a miniature gold mine, and 
some councilmen expressed the view that 
we had been lucky up to now in having 
evaded the license. 

“We interviewe@ individual members 
of the council 2 pointed out that 
many of these machines did not gross 
over 60 cents per month, and also that 
the machines themselves could be pur- 
chased for $3 each, and therefore taxing 
us $3 per year per machine would be 
like taxing a hardware store with a 
stock Of $4,000 annual tax of the 
same amount, whereas they actually pay 
only $6 per annum in Los Angeles. 

“We suggested [that we be taxed a 
blanket tax of not more than %6 to $10 
per year irrespective of the number of 
machines owned,” Rees said. 

The association has retained the serv- 
ices of @ prominent local attorney in 
the hope of gettirig a satisfactory coun- 
cil hearing and having the matter defi- 
nitely cleared up.

NEW YORK, April 14—The American 
Toy Fair, annual exhibition of toy man- 
ufacturers and importers thruout the 
United States, opened April 9 with more 
than 400 exhibits at three hotels, includ- 
ing the McAlpin as headquarters.

be $350 for the three months. Com- 
mission is definitely against “added at- 
tractions.” Mr. Moss’ edict om games 
was: “Licenses are not being refused to 
operators of skill games. Any game in 
which a player uses some amount of 
skill in acquiring awards is not gam- 
bling.” 


Meantime Alderman Baum will intro- 
duce a bill on common shows next 
week which states that “license shall 
expire on the 15th day of March next 
succeeding the date of issuance thereof 
and shall not be transferable from per- 
son to person nor from the location 
for which it is originally issued.” Bill 
further provides a fee of $50. Another 
proposed Baum ordinance under the 
same heading defines a common show 
as deemed to include a Carousel, Ferris 
Wheel, Gravity Steeplechase, Chute, 
Scenic Cave, Bicycle Carousel, Scenic 
Railway, Striking Machine, Switchback, 
Merry-Go-Round, Puppet Show. ball 
game and all other shows of like char- 
acter, but not to authorize gambling.

Areade Biz 


Tells remarkable story of 

how public has learned 

coin devices 

® . 

CHICAGO, April 14. — Looking back 
upon 33 years spent in the arcade field, 
Manfred M. Linick arrived in Chicago 
last week and will spend several days 
here looking after business interests. He 
is Selling out a large list of machines 
at 70 Mcnroe avenue, Detroit. Included 
in the large list of machines are some 
items that are historic, and which will 


add novelty to any modern museum or 
arcade. 


Mr. Linick recalls the beginnings of 
arcade days in Ghicago 33 years ago 
when he and two partners Opened ar- 
cades on State street across from the 
Palmer House, and also an arcade where 
the large Boston Store now stands. 
Something of the prominence of arcades 
in those days may be gained by the fact 
that $1,500 a month rental was paid for 
one location on State street. Edison 
came out with his phonograph and these 
machines were promptly installed in the 
arcades, in order to be in the advance 
guard of progress. A Wurlitzer organ 
was a feature in one Of the arcades. 


Those were the days when the bio- 
graph machines were the foundation of 
penny arcades, and when the same ma- 
chines were also laying the foundation 
of the mcdern movie industry. Caille 
Brothere of Detroit also came out with 
a picture machine ana thus entered the 
coin machine field at that early date. 
Mr. Linick was in this formative period 
when men like Adolph Zukor, Marcus 
Loew and others were in the arcade 
business, and who from this start with 
bioeraph machines entered the movie 
industry. Linick was a member of 
linick, Jones & Schaefer, pioneer arcade 
cperators. He had faith in the arcade 
business, he says, and stuck to it until 
he had a chain of arcades running from 
Coast to Coast. Others, like Mr. Zukor, 
were attracted by the visionary possi- 
bilities of the movie industry and left 
the arcade field. 


Later developments in the arcade field 
were brought about by high rentals in 
cities, so that arcades drifted to the 
amusement parks. The arcade will al- 
ways be successful in amusement parks, 
Linick states, and in many cases become 
the most important single amusement 
feature in the parks. There is always 
& new crop of children to essure the ar- 
cade of patronage, he explains. 


In contrasting the old days of the 
ércade with modern times, he says that 
Opportunities are much greater because 
children today are mechanically minded. 
Years ago coin-operated devices had to 
have the plainest and most detailed di- 
rections because children knew so little 
about mechanical devices. Even penny 
scales when introduced were a mystery 
to young people. Detailed directions 
had to be furnished and even attend- 
ants kept around to show the kids how 
to cet their weight on a scale. 


The difference is easily seen today, he 
said, by the way in which even small 
children play the modern pin games. In 
the old days that would have been out 
of the question because children in their 
teens would not have understood the 
devices. The public has certainly 
learned a lot about coin devices and has 
truly become “coin machine conscious,” 
he says. After 33 years in the business 
this fact stands out remarkably plain.

CHICAGO, April 14—Lee Felsenthal, 
head of the Ad-Lee Company, makers of 
the multiple playing King’s Horses rac- 
ing machine, recently returned from 2, 
trip which carried him to Havana and 
other parts of Cuba, then to the Panama 
Canal Zone, Honduras and return. The 
trip was a sudden decision to recuperate 
in health, and he took along his 13- 
year-old grandson as company. He 
recommends the trip heartily to all who 
would like to “see things at a moderate 
price.” 


Asked if he saw any coin machines on 
the trip, Mr. Lee said “there were some 
machines to be seen in Havana, includ- 
ing a few slots and some pin games. 
Everything that operates openly is li- 
censed in Cuba. In a commissary on a 
big plantation we saw a Pokerette ma- 
chine made in Chicago being played. We 
were told in Havana that the recent 
political disturbances had seriously in- 
terfered with coin machines of all kinds. 

“There were many evidences of the 
political disturbances to be seen. We 
saw the hotel where prominent leaders 
were barricaded and many of them 
killed during the strife. The poverty of 
many of the people to be seen on the 
streets is sit-ply terrible. Beggars are 
found every few steps, and soldiers are 
everywhere also. But Havana is a 
beautiful city and let’s hope that in- 
ternal conditions will permit rapid re- 
covery.

‘First Test 


On Piracy 


Hearing held on manufac- 
turer’s complaint and re- 
spondent agrees to desist 


o 

CHICAGO, April 14.—The first test of 
the “piracy clause” of the coin machine 
manufacturers’ code came on April 6, 
when a hearing was held on a complaint 
of violation of that section of the code. 
Admission of the violation and assur- 
ance that it had been discontinued and 
would not be repeated resulted in a 
quick conclusion. 


The complaint was filed by the Pacific 
Amusement Manufacturing Company, 
Los Angeles, Calif.. and stated that a 
copy of its pin table known as Contact 
was being manufactured by the A. M. 
Amusement Compayn, Los Angeles, Calif. 

During the course of the heariyg this 
copying was admitted by the respondent, 
who stated that he had discontinued its 
manufacture and would not manufac- 
ture such copies in the future. 

Regarding this part of the hearing, 
the committee’s decision is as follows: 

“With respect to the complaint as 
filed February 24, 1934, the respondent 
admitted that he had made copies of 
the game Contact as submitted in evi- 
dence by the complainant. The respond- 
ent stated that these copies were made 
because the complainant was unable to 
make delivery of the Contact games 
ordered from the complainant by the 
respondent. The respondent stated that 
he had discontinued manufacturing 
such copies. 

“The original complaint is therefore 
disposed of as having been satisfactorily 
adjusted by reason of the respondent 
having discontinued his violation of the 
code and the respondent’s definite as- 
Surance that he will not manufacture 
this item in the future.” 

During the hearing a model showing 
a different construction was introduced 
by A. M. Amusement Company in order 
to obtain a ruling as to whether or not 
this changed construction was a copy of 
any features of the pin table Contact in 
which its manufacturers claimed prop- 
erty rights. In the absence of sufficient 
evidence on this newly introduced mat- 
ter no decision was made and the hear- 
ing was concluded subject to further 
consideration in case additional evidence 
is submitted. 


National Lottery 
Gets Hearing 


WASHINGTON, April 14.— Something 
new in the history of lotteries was writ- 
ten here on April 11, when the first 
hearing On the proposed Kenney lottery 
bill was held. A number of proponents of 
the bill were heard and astounding tes- 
timony given as to the reasons for a 
national lottery. Opponents of the bill 
will be given a hearing later, it was an- 
nounced. 

The present bill would limit the maxi- 
mum award to $120,000 and that only 
a small part be paid in cash. The re- 
mainder would be paid as an annuity. 
The veteran’s administration would con- 
duct the proposed lottery by selling $2 
tickets; the veterans would get 60 per 
cent, and 40 per cent of the proceeds 
going to the government. It is proposed 
that tickets would be sold at all branch 
postal stations. 


License Bill Up Again 
In Ohio Legislature 


COLUMBUS, O., April 14—For the 
stated purpose of raising money to 
help finance the State's share of the 
Muskingum Valley Conservancy program, 
a bill providing for a State tax on all 
legal coin machines was introduced in 
the Ohio Senate by J. G. Lowery (R) 
of New Concord. 

It provides a license fee of $2 to $10 
annually on all legal vending and other 
coin-operated devices. A special com- 
missioner would be appointed on the 
State tax commission to supervise ad- 
ministration of the proposed law. His 
salary would be $3,600 annually.
